LONDON (AP) - Western Russia has just had 


its wettest weather in at least 98 years and more 
rain is forecast. 


At the other end of the continent, England — in 


its driest spell since 1727 — and most other Com- 
mon Market countries have a drought. Despite 
some recent showers, reservoirs and rivers remain 
feet below normal levels. 


From too wet to too dry, the worry is the same 


across Europe: the threat of crop failure. 


France, one of the countries worst hit by 


drought, received a glimmer of hope when rain fell 
for three hours in some central areas Tuesday. But 
Lyons reported only electrical storms without the 
desired rain. 


The Common Market's agriculture commissioner 


predicted the nine countries would have less wheat 
to export. Commissioner Pierre Lardinois told 
reporters in Luxembourg the drought would cost 11 
million tons, or about 404 million bushels, in lost 
wheat production. The new nine-nation wheat crop 
estimate is 97 million tons, or about 3.56 billion 
bushels.

Blazek Arrested In Escape Plot

Mary Blazek, who lived with Wesley Peery un- 


til he was arrested last year, was charged Tuesday 
with plotting to arrange Peery's escape from 
custody. 


Mrs. Blazek, 37, also was charged in Lancaster 


County Court with lying to the jury during Peery's 
murder trial two months ago. 


The woman, who told the court she loved 


Peery, is charged with placing telephone calls and 
"soliciting help from an individual" to plan Peery's 
escape. Peery, 52, was convicted April 30 of 
murdering and robbing coin dealer Marianne 
Mitzner last summer. 


Although no attempts were made to spring 


Peery, County Atty. Ron Lahners presented 
evidence at Peery's sentencing hearing Monday 
that such an escape was planned. Peery was tightly 
guarded. 


Peery allegedly wrote a letter to Mrs. Blazek 


instructing her to contact another woman about 
hiring five men to help him escape on his way to 
the courtroom Monday morning. An informant 
turned the letter, tucked inside a cigarette case, 
over to police last week. 


Mrs. Blazek, of 3435 Dudley, wasn't arrested 


earlier because authorities said she had to commit 
an overt act first. 


Deputy County Atty. Bob Gibson said several 


people were questioned in connection with the 
alleged conspiracy, but no one else has been 
charged in the incident 


Mrs. Blazek, .who fled from the courtroom in 


tears two months ago when Peery was found guilty 
of first degree murder and robbery, was absent 
from his sentencing hearing Monday. 


Police said she showed up at the courtroom in 


the County-City Building shortly before the hearing 
was over. She wasn't allowed in the courtroom, 
however, since no one was allowed to enter or 
leave the hearing once the hearing got underway, 
as part of the security precautions taken by 
authorities to thwart an escape. She was arrested 
late Monday. 


She also is charged with perjury in connection 


with her testimony on Peery's behalf on April 26. 
The complaint states she "did willfully and cor- 
ruptly depose and declare matters to be fact, 
knowing the same to be false.' 


Gibson declined to say what she supposedly 


lied about since her testimony will become part of 
her trial on the perjury charge. 


However, authorities indicated the perjury 


charge centers on where she received some coins 
found in her custody when Peery was ap- 
prehended. Between $20,000 and $25,000 worth of 
coins were stolen in the robbery. Most have not 
been recovered. 


The letter, supposedly written by Peery, in- 


dicates that Mrs. Blazek was to pay off the hired 
men with $12,000 in coins. No reference was made 
in that note about the corns' location, indicating 
Mrs. Blazek may know where the coins are. 


At Tuesday's arraignment, Mrs. Blazek said 


she didn't have the money to pay for an attorney 
and requested that a public defender by appointed 
to her case.

They called it "urban sprawl" and said it was 


"contrary to planning density requirements now 
being developed." 


But the Lancaster County Commissioners had 


no choice Tuesday but to approve Walton 
Meadows, a subdivision of about 100 homes to be 
built about one-half mile from Walton. 


The developers. Domicilia Ltd., had met all 


the current legal requirements for the subdivision 
and the County Board gave reluctant, but un- 
animous approval. 


The culprit which tied the commissioDers' 


hands was the delayed comprehensive plan, still 
winding its slow way through committee and 
political channels. 


"My life is only going to be so tag, and I'm 


going to spend another one or two or even three 
years waiting for the comprehensive plan," said a 
disgruntled Bruce Hamilton, board charman. 


"And you're going to create a village of ,400 or 


500 people while we're waiting," he said. 


The planned subdivision calls for 94 homes to 


be built on 54 acres, with additional land used for a 
golf course and recreation areas. 


"What we're talking about is another village 


for the middle or upper-middle income... And it 
is a gross violation of the documents we will have a 
year from now," Hamilton said. 


The future comprehensive plan and changes to 


the zoning and subdivision laws will probably make 
it much more difficult for these small towns to 
spring up on the Lancaster County prairie. 


Instead dense bousing development will be en- 


couraged adjacent to Lincoln or existing villages, 
and homes in the rural area will probably be 
required to have at least 20 acres of land, Hamilton 
explained.

The often delayed risk management contract

two months of dry weather, especially in central 
Spain, have cost $236 million in lost grain produc- 
tion, and cattle losses are also reported high 
because of poor pasture conditions. 


The drought in Spain, one of the worst in recent 


years according to weather officials, has reduced 
dam levels in some cases in the south to 25% of 
total capacity, compared with a normal 75% at this 
time of year. 


The government is studying an aid plan for areas 


that have reported serious crop failures. 


The forecast until next month is for clear, sunny 


weather with only occasional showers. 


In Portugal water officials said the drought was 


the worst for 120 years. 


The problem is aggravated in many places by 


lack of adequate^water supply installations. The 
Lisbon suburb of Sintra, for example, has been vir- 
tually waterless for the last three weeks, while 
water supply in some provincial areas has been 
rationed to three hours daily. 


Agriculture experts say the mam crop loss is rice. 


In addition to poor yields, most farmers foresaw 
the water shortage and, wishing to reduce in- 
evitable waste, cut back planting by two-thirds. 


Corn and potatoes are also threatened, especially 


in northern Portugal. 


The forecast is for more rainless days until at 


least July 5 except for occasional thunder storms in 
the wheat belt south of Lisbon. 


This is the one crop that does not need water 


now, experts say. In fact, rain at this stage could 
seriously damage it. 


Weather experts blame the drought on a series of 


anticyclones centered over much of western 
Europe for a large part of this year. They said an- 
ticyclones are high pressure systems of descending 


air which becomes dryer and warmer as it reaches 
earth. In contrast rising air cools, condensing its 
moisture content and dropping it as rain. 


In Britain, the meteorological office said tbe 


drought was the worst in 250 years, with the south 
of England hardest hit. Farmers predict fruit and 
vegetables will'be in short supply and consequently 
will cost more in the shops, adding to inflation. 


Slim crops of hay and silage are another worry. 


They mean less fodder for animals this winter. 


Weathermen said showers in recent days have 


made no appreciable difference to the general 
water shortage. But the forecast for a month ahead 
is more hopeful than in some other countries, with 
further showers predicted. 


In West Germany, the situation is better, but an 


agricultural ministry spokesman said early 
vegetable harvests were between 5 and 10% 
below previous years. Although rainfall has been 
down this month, most reservoirs contain between 
60 and 80% of their total capacity and water 
supplies are not threatened, he added. 


In Brussels a spokesman for the European Com- 


mon Market said Western European farmers are 
slaughtering more cows because of the drought.

least, 1878 when czarist weathermen started 
keeping records, is forecast to have an equally 
rainy summer. 


In March, April and May, 9.5 inches of snow and 


rain fell in Moscow, the official weather center, 
said. Normally 5.1 inches fall in the spring. Rain 
this month has totalled 3.6 inches, a third more 
than the normal level 


Farmers in western Russia have just finished 


spring sowing. Experts believe most of the crop has 
taken sufficient root to avoid being washed away, 
but too much rain remains a threat.

The acquittal Monday in Municipal Court 


followed testimony by Dr. Ralph B. Allison 
concerning the five "personalities" of Arthur 
Dwayne Bicknell, a San Jose salesman. 


"Johnnie is the villain in this piece," 


Allison said. "I got it all from him. He pep- 
ped out and told me himself that he was 
responsible, that he was trying to destroy 
Art. 


The psychiatrist explained that "Johnnie" 


was Bicknell's trouble-making alter ego. 
"Peter" is a 7-year-old fond of climbing trees 
and "John" is the mature guardian who" 
must deal with "Johnnie." "Dwayne" is the 
businessman who takes care of everyday life 
and "Arthur" is the basic personality. 


During the trial, Allison hypnotized 


Bicknell and summoned "Peter" and 
"John" as character witnesses against

was "a sensitive child who lived in a big 
house with a depressed alcoholic mother and 
a father who was gone all the time."

"One of them, Johnnie, turned 
out bad." 


Allison told the court that "Johnnie" was 


driving the car March 18 when Bicknell was 
arrested for driving erratically without a tire 
on his front wheel. 


"I am not a drinking man, I abstain," 


testified Bicknell, who said he had no 
recollection of the night he was arrested. 


Allison said he doubted "Johnnie will ever 


be seen again "

Spain is also hit by drought. Official sources said 
two months of dry weather, especially in central 
Spam, have cost $238 million in lost grain produc­ 
tion, and cattle losses are also r ^ r te d high 
because of poor pasture conditions. 


The drought in Spain, one of the worst in recent 
years according to weather officials, has reduced 
dam levels in some cases in the south to 25% of 
total capacity, compared with a normal 75% at this 
time of year. 


The government is studying an aid plan for areas 
that have reported serious crop failures. 
The forecast until next month is for clear, sunny 
weather with only occasional showers. 
In Portugal water officials said the drought was 
the worst for 120 years 


The problem is aggravated in many places by 
lack of adequat^water supply installations The 
Lisbon suburb of Sintra, for example, has been vir­ 
tually waterless for the last three weeks, while 
water supply in some provincial areas has been 
rationed to three hours daily. 
Agriculture experts say the mam crop loss is nee. 
In addition to poor yields, most farmers foresaw 
the water shortage and, wishing to reduce m- 
ev liable waste, cut back planting by two-thirds. 
Corn and potatoes are also threatened, especially 
in northern Portugal. 


The forecast is for more ramies days until at 
least July 3 except for occasional thunder storms in 
the wheat belt south of Lisbon. 


This is the one crop that do« not need water 
now, experts say. In fact, ram at this stage could 
seriously damage it. 


Weather experts blame the drought on a series of 
anticyclones centered over much of western 
Europe for a large part of this year. They said an­

Fund Stress, Not Quality 
At Center Of 6 Mill Hike

.A proposed mill levy increase of slightly more 
than SIX mills for the operations of the Lincoln 
I^bUc Schools dunng budget year 78-77 won't 
nwessarily mean more programs and servica í í» 
students. 
That word of caution was directed at the board 
of educaüon Tuesday mght by Supmntendent John 
Prast h as the board and school adnunisfrators 
began wading through a $30,710.628 budget 
request, up from the $25,860,010 last year. 
The mill increase, from 51.379 last year to 
57 726. or an incrase of 8 347 mills, will be 
necessary for a vanety of reasons, Prasch said 
At least two mills will be “catch-up,’’ 
necasary to keep a current level of funding and 
make up for mills not tacked on to last year’s 
budget, he explained 
In addition, toe school ^ te m will probably 
foil $700,000 short in receipts that were planned fw 
the past year s operauon, Prasch said. About $220,- 
uOO of that was in the form of the controverual 
State aid payment which was “lost ” when the State 
adopted a different payment schedule for the fui kIs 
which mean about $5,450,000 annually for the 
sc hools according to Robert Den Hartog, associate 
.superintendent for business affairs 
There are other variabla, Prasch noted, ui- 
rluding utility ra ta which will be up by about 20% 
over last year, and general inflattonary matters that 
affect all of business and tndusfry. 
“There’s not a lot we can do in the way of 
panng down the budget that wouldn’t just be núkel 
and dime stuff.” Prasch said.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


Arab peacekeeping 
troops 


replaced Syrian units just south 
of Beirut on Tuesday but savage 
fighting erupted in other areas 
around the capital, ending a 
three-week lull in Lebanon's 
civil war. 


Security officials said more 


than 80 persons had been killed 
since Monday and the casualty 
toll was expected to climb sharp- 
ly from the battles that raged 
Tuesday night. 


Moslem-controlled 
Beirut 


Radio claimed that Moslem lef- 
tists bad killed or wounded 94 
Christians in Beirut's eastern 
zone with a sii-hour barrage of 
artillery and mortar shells. 


In Indianapolis, Ind., Presi- 


dent Ford said Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State Talcott Seelye 
would temporarily take charge 
of the U.S. Embassy in Lebanon. 
U.S. Ambassador Francis E. 
Meloy was abducted and 
murdered in Beirut last week. 


Palestinian officials warned 


that the new fighting menaced a 
two-day truce between Palesti- 
nian guerrillas and Syrian 
troops. 


Libyan Premier Abdul Salam 


Jalloud, who arranged the truce, 
flew into Beirut airport from 
Damascus and met with Palesti- 
nian and leftist leaders to try to 
prevent the battles from 
spreading. 


Heavy fighting was reported 


around two Palestinian refugee 
camps two miles northeast of 
Beirut and Beirut Radio claimed 
right-wing Christian militiamen 
were trying to overrun them. It 


also said Christians were at- 
tacking the Nabaa quarter, a 
Moslem enclave inside the 
Christian-controlled eastern part 
of Beirut. 


A broadcast from a Christian- 


operated radio station accused 
Palestinians of launching 
"provocative attacks" on un- 
armed civilians. It said "Our 
forces were forced to counter 
the aggression." The broadcast 
also appealed for blood 
donations. 


Lebenese-based Palestinian 


guerrillas oppose Syria's military 
intervention here, fearing Syria 
seeks to control their actions, 
but there were no immediate 
reports of renewed fighting 
betwen these two groups 


Beirut Radio announced that 


Palestinian chieftain Yasir 
Arafat dismissed Syrian-trained 
Bng. Musbab Budeuy as chief of 
staff of the Palestine Liberation 
Army (PLA) Tuesday. It said 
Arafat would take direct com- 
mand of the PLA and Budeiry 
"would be returned to the Syrian 
army." 


Reasons listed by the broad- 


cast for the dismissal were the 
"wishes" of PLA cadre and 
"new factors emerging on the 
Arab scene." 


Beirut Radio also said the 


city's airport would reopen 
Wednesday. The facility had 
been paralyzed for 16 days by 
Syrian occupation and nearby 
fighting The announcement did 
not say whether civilian aircraft 
would be allowed to operate im- 
mediately. 


Evacuees Make It 
To Greece Safely

Athens, Greece (UPI) — Most 


of the passengers had stood on 
deck since dawn, watching for 
the first glimpse of the ancient 
port of Piraeus. 


When Cmdr. Vernon R. Bush, 


skipper of the USS Spiegel 
Grove, maneuvered through a 
flotilla of sman fishing boats, 
cargo ships and tugs and barked 
the order: "All engines stop!" 
the evacuees broke into 


Perhaps the feeling of all the 


110 Americans and 169 others 
fleeing the Lebanese cml war 
could be summed up by Vicki 
Ulrey, a teacher from Mt. Ver- 
non, Ohio: 


"It feels great It's just great 


to be here and be alive " 


White-shirted sailors, who on 


the 48-hour trip from Lebanon 
had played babysitter and given 
up their bunks for the evacuees, 
stood on deck and handed down 
the baggage, boxes and other 
possessions the fleeing 
foreigners had managed to take 
with them. 


They stretched their tegs on 


deck, looked out over Piraeus, 
built by Themistoctes in 500 B C. 
and sacked by Sulla, and dis- 
cussed their feelings about being 
safely out of war. 


"I know it sound corny," said 


Paul Garnerian of Washington, 
"but I was in tears when that 
flag went up this morning. My 
house was hit by three rockets 
the morning the ship left 
Beirut." 


"I didn't agree with President 


Ford's decision to send this ship 
in,'.' said Mark Ulrey, who was 


celebrating his second wedding 
anniversary with his wife, Vicki. 


"I didn't think it was 


necessary, although it gave me a 
way to get out of Beirut," he 
said. "But after this trip, I have 
nothing but respect for the U.S. 
Navy." 


They also talked about 


Lebanon's chances for a cease- 
fire and ultimate peace. Most 
were skeptical about the chances 
for a new cease-fire in the 15- 
month civil war, which has seen 
nearly three-dozen truces. 


"These things have happened 


before," said Gordon Favell, an 
airline pilot from Springfield, Di 
"I don't think its going to be that 
easy. But I'm going back as soon 
as I can." 


But Ian Steete, an Ohioan who 


ran an American-owned oil 
refinery in south Lebanon, was 
optimistic. 


"If there's a ceasefire and the 


airport opens, that means I can 
go back and get my golf clubs," 
he said. 


Others were pensive about the 


lessons learned from the ravages 
of war. 


Four teen-aged girls, fired of 


giving interviews to the two 
dozen newsmen on board, issued 
a written statement to express 
their feelings. Sisters Debbie and 
Denise Seeger, 15 and 12, of Los 
Angeles and Thea and Nadia 
Abuelbaj, 14 and 13, of New 
York, wrote: 


"Most of us didn't want to 


leave because we were leaving 
friends, relatives and homes. 


"laving in Beirut was a good 


experience because it showed us 
what hating other people can do 
to society."

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Elections Leave Italy In For 


Political Crisis 
An 


ROME (AP)-Italy faced an 


intensified political crisis 
Tuesday after national elections 
that kept the Christian 
Democrats on top but gave them 
little power to maneuver in the 
face of increased Communist 
strength. 


The White House said the 


results offered an opportunity to 
preserve democratic govern- 
ment in Italy, but the initial view 
from other Western countries 
was that the parliamentary elec- 
tion confirmed the political 
deadlock here. 


The Soviet news agency Tass 


said the Italian Communist par- 
ty, which claims independence 
from Moscow, had scored a 
"great success." 


The Communists emerged 


from municipal elections as 
Rome's biggest political party 
despite appeals by Pope Paul VI 
for Roman Catholics to vote 
against Marxist candidates. 
Voters increased the Communist 
membership on the capital's 80- 
seat City Council from 21 to 30 
while the Christian Democrats 
gained three more seats for a 
total of 27. 


No single party has won a 


majority in Rome for years, but 
the Christian Democrats have 
ruled the city through coalitions 
with smaller parties. The Com- 
munists may now have the 
strength to' form a left-wing 
coalition. Florence, Naples, 
Milan and Turin elected Com- 
munist or Socialist city 
governments in regional 
balloting last year. 


The Vatican-backed Christian 


Democrats 
retained their 


plurality in both houses of 
parliament in the voting Sunday 
and Monday. Howwer, the Com- 
munists made gains at the 
expense of smaller parties whose 
support the Christian Democrats 
have needed to govern in the 
past. 


This gives the long-time ruling 


party no new options as they 
maneuver to form their 35th 
government since World War n. 
Diplomats say it may take up to 
two months to shape a govern- 
ment. 


One option is for the Christian 


Democrats to try to rebuild the 
center-left coalition with the 
Socialists, Social Democrats and 


Republicans which collapsed in 
January. But the Socialists said 
again Tuesday they would not 
return to the coalition without 
the Communists. The Christian 
Democrats can also try to govern 
alone, but without a majority in 
the Chamber of Deputies there 
would be a constant scramble 
for votes. 


Finally, they can agree to 


share power with the Com- 
munists, who have not been in a 
national government since 1947, 
but the Christian Democrats 
have said they will not form a 
partnership with the Com- 
munists. Washington strongly 
opposes such a government in 
this NATO nation. 


The Communists increased 


their share of the votes from a 
fourth in the 1972 parliamentary 
elections to more than a third. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen said President Ford 
had no comment "except to 
point out the non-Communist 
and the non-Fascist parties won 
a majority and therefore the op- 
portunity for continuation of 
democratic government in Italy 
has been preserved."

S. Africa Riot Gunfire Defended 


Johannesburg — As weeping 


families filed through the 
morgue here Tuesday looking 
for relatives missing in a week of 
black rioting, the government 
went before parliament to de- 
fend the police gunfire that 
killed many of the 140 persons 
who died 


In the assembly in Cape Town, 


Minister of Justice James T. 
Kruger said that special not 
squads had fired on stone- 
throwing mobs who pillaged 
government buildings because 
less lethal methods used in riots 
elsewhere would not have been 
effective. 


Kruger, who commanded the 


police operations, rejected a 
suggestion that the rioters could 
have been deterred by squads 
equipped with water cannons 
and special protective gear such 
as helmets and shields. 


"To have these people walking 


around as in Europe, like 
knights from the Middle Ages, 
would not only be ridiculous, it 
is unnecessary," the minister 
told Brig C. Von Keyserlingk, 
the opposition member who 
raised the suggestion. 


10 Killed 


The minister spoke as the 


police continued what they 
described as "mopping-up 
operations" in the black 
townships near Pretoria, where 
10 people were killed in a fresh 
rash of violence Monday 
Elsewhere in the country, black 
communities were reported to 
be calm. 


The only new disturbances 


were in the Pretoria area, but 
the incidents that were reported 
were on a minor scale compared 
with the widespread arson and 
noting that swept through a 
dozen townships around 
Johannesburg last week. 


In Ga-Rankuwa, a township 


north of the capital, students 
were reported to have stoned 
passing cars and a government 
office before setting fire to a 
truck and a school. In Mamelodi, 
another township to the east of 
the city, a clinic and a shop were 
said to have been set on fire. 


At one point there were 


reports of ambulances leaving 
the townships, but there was no 
confirmation of any new 
casualties. In addition to those 
tailed, a total of 1,128 have been 
injured in the riots, many by 
gunfire. 


Waited Hours 


Some families waited several 


hours in the street outside the 
police morgue in Johannesburg, 
waiting to enter a room where 
about 50 bodies lay stretched out 
on tables for identification. An 
undertaker, Jacob Zwana, said 
that many of the bodies had mul- 
tiple gunshot wounds.

Lebanese Lull 
BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
Arab peacekeeping troops 
replaced Syrian units just south 
of Beirut on Tuesday but savage 
fighting erupted in other areas 
around the capital, ending a 
three-week lull in Lebanon’s 
civil war 
Security officials said more 
than 80 persons had been killed 
since Monday and the casualty 
toll was expected to climb sharp­ 
ly from the battles that raged 
Tuesday night. 
Moslem-controlled 
Beirut 
Radio claimed that Moslem lef­ 
tists had killed or wounded 94 
Chnstians in Beirut's eastern 
zone with a six-hour barrage of 
artillery and mortar shells 
In Indianapolis, Ind., Presi­ 
dent Ford said Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State Talcott Seelye 
would temporarily take charge 
of the U.S. Embassy in Lebanon. 
U.S. Ambassador Francis E. 
Meloy was abducted and 
murdered in Beirut last week 
Palestinian officials warned 
that the new fighting menaced a 
two-day truce between Palesti­ 
nian guerrillas and Syrian 
troops. 
Libyan Premier Abdul Salam 
Jalloud, who arranged the truce, 
flew into Beirut airport from 
Damascus and met with Palesti­ 
nian and leftist leaders to try to 
prevent the battles from 
spreading. 
Heavy fighting was reported 
around two Palestinian refugee 
camps two miles northeast of 
Beirut and Beirut Radio claimed 
right-wing Christian militiamen 
were trying to overrun them. It 


also said Christians were at­ 
tacking the Nabaa quarter, a 
Moslem enclave inside the 
Christian-controlled eastern part 
of Beirut 
A broadcast from a Christian- 
operated radio station accused 
Palestinians of launching 
“ provocative attacks’’ on un­ 
armed civilians. It said “ Our 
forces were forced to counter 
the aggression.” The broadcast 
also appealed for blood 
donations. 


Lebenese-based Palestinian 
guerrillas oppose Syria’s military 
intervention here, fearing Syria 
seeks to control their actions, 
but there were no immediate 
reports of renewed fighting 
betwen these two groups. 
Beirut Radio announced that 
Palestinian chieftain Yasir 
Arafat dismissed Syrian-trained 
Brig. Musbah Budeiry as chief of 
staff of the Palestine Liberation 
Army (PLA) Tuesday. It said 
Arafat would take direct com­ 
mand of the PLA and Budeiry 
"would be returned to the Syrian 
army.” 
Reasons listed by the broad­ 
cast for the dismissal were the 
“ wishes” of PLA cadre and 
“new factors emerging on the 
Arab scene.” 


Beirut Radio also said the 
city's airport would reopen 
Wednesday. The facility had 
been paralyzed for 16 days by 
Syrian occupation and nearby 
fighting. The announcement did 
not say whether civilian aircraft 
would be allowed to operate im­ 
mediately. 


Evacuees Make It 
To Greece Safely

Athens. Greece (UPI) — Most 
of the passengers had stood on 
deck since dawn, watching for 
the first glimpse of the ancient 
port of Piraeus 
When Cmdr. Vernon R Bush, 
skipper of the USS Spiegel 
Grove, maneuvered through a 
flotilla of small fishing boats, 
cargo ships and tugs and barked 
the order “All engines stop!” 
the evacuees broke into 
applause 
Perhaps the feeling of all the 
110 Americans and 169 others 
fleeing the Lebanese civil war 
could be summed up by Vicki 
Ulrey, a teacher from Mt. Ver­ 
non, Ohio 
“ It feels great It's just great 
to be here and be alive " 
White-shirted sailors, who on 
the 48-hour tnp from Lebanon 
had played babysitter and given 
up their bunks for the evacuees, 
stood on deck and handed down 
the baggage, boxes and other 
possessions the fleeing 
foreigners had managed to take 
with them 


They stretched their legs on 
deck, looked out over Piraeus, 
built by Themistocles in 500 B.C. 
and sacked by Sulla, and dis­ 
cussed their feelings about being 
safely out of war 
"I know it sound corny,” said 
Paul Garnerian of Washington, 
“but I was in tears when that 
flag went up this morning My 
house was hit by three rockets 
the morning the ship left 
Beirut ’ 
“ I didn t agree with President 
Ford's decision to send this ship 
in,” said Mark Ulrey, who was 


celebrating his second wedding 
anniversary with his wife, Vicki. 
“ I didn’t think it was 
necessary, although it gave me a 
way to get out of Beirut,” he 
said. “ But after this tnp, I have 
nothing but respect for the U.S. 
Navy.” 
They also talked about 
Lebanon’s chances for a cease­ 
fire and ultimate peace. Most 
were skeptical about the chances 
for a new cease-fire in the 15- 
month civil war, which has seen 
nearly three-dozen truces. 
“ These things have happened 
before,” said Gordon FaveU, an 
airline pilot from Spnngfield, 111. 
“I don’t think its going to be that 
easy But I'm going back as soon 
as I can.” 
But Ian Steele, an Ohioan who 
ran an American-owned oil 
refinery in south Lebanon, was 
optimistic. 
“ If there’s a cease-fire and the 
airport opens, that means I can 
go back and get my golf clubs,” 
he said. 
Others were pensive about the 
lessons learned from the ravages 
of war 
Four teen-aged girls, tired of 
giving interviews to the two 
dozen newsmen on board, issued 
a written statement to express 
their feelings Sisters Debbie and 
Denise Seeger, 15 and 12, of Los 
Angeles and Thea and Nadia 
Abuelhaj, 14 and 13, of New 
York, wrote: 
“Most of us didn t want to 
leave because we were leaving 
friends, relatives and homes. 
“Living in Beirut was a good 
experience because it showed us 
what hating other people can do 
to society ”

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Elections Leave Italy In For 
An Intensified Political Crisis

ROME (AP) - Italy faced an 
intensified political crisis 
Tuesday after national elections 
that kept the Christian 
Democrats on top but gave them 
little power to maneuver in the 
face of increased Communist 
strength. 
The White House said the 
results offered an opportunity to 
preserve democratic govern­ 
ment in Italy, but the initial view 
from other Western countries 
was that the parliamentary elec­ 
tion confirmed the political 
deadlock here. 
The Soviet news agency Tass 
said the Italian Communist par­ 
ty, which claims independence 
from Moscow, had scored a 
“great success.” 


The Communists emerged 
from municipal elections as 
Rome’s biggest political party 
despite appeals by Pope Paul VI 
for Roman Catholics to vote 
against Marxist candidates. 
Voters increased the Communist 
membership on the capital’s 80- 
seat City Council from 21 to 30 
while the Christian Democrats 
gained three more seats for a 
total of 27. 


No single party has won a 
majority in Rome for years, but 
the Christian Democrats have 
ruled the city through coalitions 
with smaller parties. The Com­ 
munists may now have the 
strength to form a left-wing 
coalition. 
Florence, Naples, 
Milan and Turin elected Com­ 
munist or Socialist city 
governments 
in regional 
balloting last year. 
The Vatican-backed Christian 
Democrats retained their 
plurality in both houses of 
parliament in the voting Sunday 
and Monday. However, the Com- 
munists made gains at the 
expense of smaller parties whose 
support the Christian Democrats 
have needed to govern in the 
past. 
This gives the long-time ruling 
party no new options as they 
maneuver to form their 35th 
government since World War II. 
Diplomats say it may take up to 
two months to shape a govern­ 
ment. 
One option is for the Christian 
Democrats to try to rebuild the 
center-left coalition with the 
Socialists, Social Democrats and 


Republicans which collapsed in 
January. But the Socialists said 
again Tuesday they would not 
return to the coalition without 
the Communists. The Christian 
Democrats can also try to govern 
alone, but without a majority in 
the Chamber of Deputies there 
would be a constant scramble 
for votes. 
Finally, they can agree to 
share power with the Com­ 
munists, who have not been in a 
national government since 1947, 
but the Christian Democrats 
have said they will not form a 
partnership with the Com­ 
munists. Washington strongly 
opposes such a government in 
this NATO nation. 
The Communists increased 
their share of the votes from a 
fourth in the 1972 parliamentary 
elections to more than a third. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said President Ford 
had no comment “ except to 
point out the non-Communist 
and the non-Fascist parties won 
a majority and therefore the op­ 
portunity for continuation of 
democratic government in Italy 
has been preserved.”

S. Africa Riot Gunfire Defended 
1 £l)f 
jjork (Times 


Johannesburg — As weeping 
families filed through the 
morgue here Tuesday looking 
for relatives missing in a week of 
black rioting, the government 
went before parliament to de­ 
fend the police gunfire that 
killed many of the 140 persons 
who died. 
In the assembly in Cape Town, 
Minister of Justice James T. 
Kruger said that special riot 
squads had fired on stone- 
throwing mobs who pillaged 
government buildings because 
less lethal methods used in riots 
elsewhere would not have been 
effective. 
Kruger, who commanded the 
police operations, rejected a 
suggestion that the rioters could 
have been deterred by squads 
equipped with water cannons 
and special protective gear such 
as helmets and shields. 


“To have these people walking 
around as in Europe, like 
knights from the Middle Ages, 
would not only be ridiculous, it 
is unnecessary," the minister 
told Brig. C. Von Keyserlingk, 
the opposition member who 
raised the suggestion. 
10 Killed 
The minister spoke as the 
police continued what they 
described as ” mopping-up 
operations” in the black 
townships near Pretoria, where 
10 people were killed in a fresh 
rash of violence Monday. 
Elsewhere in the country, black 
communities were reported to 
be calm. 
The only new disturbances 
were in the Pretoria area, but 
the incidents that were reported 
were on a minor scale compared 
with the widespread arson and 
rioting that swept through a 
dozen townships around 
Johannesburg last week, 


In Ga-Rankuwa, a township 
north of the capital, students 
were reported to have stoned 
passing cars and a government 
office before setting fire to a 
truck and a school. In Mamelodi, 
another township to the east of 
the city, a clinic and a shop were 
said to have been set on fire. 
At one point there were 
reports of ambulances leaving 
the townships, but there was no 
confirmation of any new 
casualties. In addition to those 
killed, a total of 1,128 have been 
injured in the riots, many by 
gunfire. 
Waited Hours 
Some families waited several 
hours in the street outside the 
police morgue in Johannesburg, 
waiting to enter a room where 
about 50 bodies lay stretched out 
on tables for identification. An 
undertaker, Jacob Zwana, said 
that many of the bodies had mul­ 
tiple gunshot wounds. 
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Walter Hoving, president of

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Higher Food Cosfs Pull Up Consumer Prices 


Washington (AP) - Consumer prices 


jumped by the biggest margin in lit 
months ID May, pulled up by suddenly 
higher food costs, the Labor Department 
said Tuesday. 


Over-all consumer price* in May were up 


by 0.6%, which amounts to an annual rate 
of 7.2%; the department said. Prices had 
gone up 0.4% in April 
/ 


The May increase means the cost of 


maintaining what the Labor Department 
considers an Intermediate life style for a 
family of four increased last month by |70 
to an annual total of $12,053. 


Food prices were up a full percentage 


point for the biggest increase in that 
category since the 1.8% rise last July. Meat 
and poultry prices staged the biggest in- 
creases. - 


Commodities other than food were up at 


a faster pace, too, because gasoline, fuel 
oil, houses, clothing and new and used can 
were more expensive. The 0.6% increase 
for May was double April's 0.3% climb. 


The May report was muted somewhat, 


however, by the first increase in three 
months in Americans' buying power. After 
subtracting taxes from earnings and dis- 
counting for inflation, the Labor Depart- 


ment figures real spendable earnings 
climbed 1.2%. Buying power had declined 
a full percentage point over the two 
previous months. 


Among the food price increases beef 


climbed 5.2% for the first increase in five 
months. Pork was up 4.1%. Chicken prices 
rose 1.1%. Coffee prices jumped 4.8%, put- 
ting them 35% ahead of where they were a 
year ago when last year's hard frost in. 
Brazil began registeringv at the super- 
markets. 


The performance in food was in sharp 


contrast to consecutive decreases in the 
first three months of the year. Food prices 
had been a crucial factor in holding the in- 
flation rate for those three months to 
below 3% at an annual rate. 


Despite the latest increase, however, 


prices are still 6.2% ahead of a year ago, 
and that is the inflation rate which govern- 
ment economists consider to be the 
longterm trend. 


Maynard Comiez, acting chief economist 


for the Commerce Department, said he 
doesn't **»<nit inflation can continue on a 
sustained basis at the May rate. 


"Food is a volatile commodity," he said. 


"If we continue to get good crop reports 
and weather reports, I think it's possible 


we should see some moderation in food 
prices later in the year." 


The increase for services was at a slowed 


0.4% pace, despite sharply higher charges 
for gas and electricity. Services had gone 
up 0.5% in April, making May the fourth 
consecutive month when prices in the 
category have either dropped or held 
steady. 


Comiez said the likelihood of more 


moderate price ncreases for food and the 
slower trend already apparent in services 
constitute evidence that "we should not see 
a rapid acceleration of prices." 


Gasoline rose a penny a gallon, leaving 


the cost of a gallon of leaded regular at 58 
cents, compared to 55 cents a year ago. 


Gas and electricity rates were up 1.1%, 


compared to a 0.2% increase in April. 


The Labor Department said its index of 


consumer prices stood at 169.2 in May, 
meaning a selection of goods and services 
costing $10 in 1967 now costs $1652. 


The Agriculture Department reported, 


meanwhile, that fanners are planning to in- 
crease hog production more than had been 
expected in the coming months. This would 
mean a larger pork supply and possibly 
lower pork prices by early next year, the 
department said.

Paris — Secretary of State Henry Kissinger said 


Tuesday that the results of the Italian elections left "fun- 
damentally" unchanged the basis of his strongly-worded 
concern earlier in the year over the possibility of the 
Communists being invited to join a coalition government.

Washington (AP) — Consumer prices 
jumped by the biggest margin in six 
months in May , pulled up by suddenly 
higher food costs, the Labor Department 
said Tuesday , 
Over-all consumer prfces in May were up 
by 0 6%, which amounts to an annual rate 
of 7.2%, the department said. Prices had 
gone up 0.4% in April. 


The May increase means the cost of 
maintaining what the Labor Department 
considers an intermediate life s^le for a 
family of four incr^ed last month by $70 
to an annual total of $12,(^ . 
Food prices were up a full percentage 
point for the biggest increase in that 
category since the 1.8 % rise last July . Meat 
and poultry prices staged the biggest in­ 
creases. 


Commodities other than food were up at 
a faster pace, too, because gasoline, fuel 
oil, houses, clothing and new and used can 
were more ex pensive. The 0.6% increase 
for May was double April’s 0.3% climb. 


The May report was muted somewhat, 
however, by the first increase in three 
months in Americans’ buy ing power. After 
subtracting tax es from earnings and dis­ 
counting for inflation, the Labor Depart- 


ment figures real spendable earnings 
climbed 1.27o. Buy ing power had declined 
a full percentage point over the two 
previous months. 
Among the food price increases beef 
climbed 5.2% for the first increase in five 
months. Pork was up 4.1%. Chidten prices 
rose 1.1%. Coffee prices jumped 4.8 %, put­ 
ting them 35% ahead of where they were a 
y ear ago when last y ear’s hard frost in 
Brazil began registering'at the super­ 
markets. 
The performance in food was in sharp 
contrast to consecutive decreases in the 
first three months oi the y ear. Food prices 
had been a crucial factor in bolding U» e in­ 
flation rate for those three months to 
below 3% at an annual rate. 
Despite the latest increase, however, 
prices are still 6.2% ahead of a y ear ago, 
and that is the inflation rate which govern­ 
ment economists consider to be the 
longterm trend. 
May nard Comiez, acting chief economist 
for the Commerce Dq » rtra« it, said he 
doesn’t think inflation can continue on a 
sustained basis at the May rate. 
“Food is a volatile commodity ,” he said. 
“If we continue to get good crq ) reports 
and weather reports, I think it’s possible 


we should see some moderation in food 
prices later in the y ear.” 
The increase for sevices was at a slowed 
0.4% pace, despite sharply higher charges 
for gas and electricity . Services had gone 
up 0.5% in April, making May the fourth 
consecutive month wh« i prices in the 
category have either dropped or held 
steady . 
Comiez said the likelihood of more 
moderate price increases for food and the 
slower trend already apparent in services 
constitute evidence that “we shmild not see 
a rapid acceleration of prices.” 
GasoUne rose a penny a gallon, leaving 
the cost of a gallon of le^ed regular at 58 
cents, compared to 55 cents a y ear ago. 
Gas and electricity rates were up 1.1%» , 
compared to a 0.2% increase in April. 
The Labor Department said its index of 
consumer prices stood at 160.2 in May , 
meaning a selection of goods and services 
costing $10 in 1967 now costs $16.92. 


The Agriculture Department reported, 
meanwhile, that farmm are planning to in­ 
crease h(^ production more than had been 
ex pected in the coming months. This would 
mean a larger pork supply and possibly 
lower pwk prices by early nex t y ear, the 
d^rtm ent said.

'Carefree Ch eatin g ' F o u n d

Downey testified as the 
military manpower subcom­ 
mittee. beaded by Sen Sam 
Nunn, D-Ga , continued hearings 
on an outbreak of cheatu^ that 
so far has invoNed 171 of the 823 
West Point cadets due for 
^aduaUon nex t spnng- 
Rear Adm. Kinnaird R. 
McKee, superintendent of the 
Naval Acaitemy , said that bf 


contrast the Annapolis “honor 
concept" is more flex ible aito 
that this y ear 97 midshipmen mit 
of 4,200 have been implicated in 
violations. 
“It fosters the developnwnt (rf 
durable principles of personal in- 
t^rity by req uirii^ the in­ 
dividual midshipman to come to 
grips with the moral issues 
himself without being fmced by 
rigid adherence to a code which 
gives him no latitude.” McKee 
said of the Navy ’s code. 
Downey u r ^ refmrms in the 
West Point code, under which 
cadets are ordered to report any 
violations they observe under 
pain of recdving the same dis- 
dpUne as violators: ex pulsion.

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No Clear-Cu t Result 


W e’ll no t attem pt what wo uld, 
any way , be an uninfo rmed predictio n o f 
what will fo llo w the parliamentary elec­ 
tio ns just co mpleted in Italy o r ex plain 
precisely what the results mean. It is safe 
at this po int, pro bably , to go alo ng with a 
general feeling that the slim edg e the Chris­ 
tian Demo crats maintain o v er the surging 
Co mmunists means that mo re o f the same 
is in sto re fo r Italy . 


Mo re o f the same go v ernmental and 
eco no mic instability and mo re o f the same 
co rruptio n. 


The Co mmunists admit that the Chris­ 
tian Demo crats still hav e bro ad po pular 
suppo rt (they fell o ff o nly slightly fro m 
prev io us electio n percentages). And the 
ruling party will hav e to admit — o r lo o k 
fo o lish — that the Co mmunist gains, while 


no t all the Co mmunists ho ped fo r, present 
a mo re grav e challeng e to a new Italian 
g o v ernment than at any time since the end 
o f the last war. 


The center-right parties which hav e 
co alesced to fo rm Italian go v ernments in 
past y ears hav e badly bungled the jo b o f 
running the co untry , they bungled in 


deny ing a Co mmunist v o ice in go v erning 
(and thereby sharing the blame) and the 
U.S. bungled by pay ing o ut clandestine 
funds to undercut the Co mmunist po sitio n. 
It can’t be predicted with any certainty 
fro m where we sit that Co mmunists will 
hav e a part in the nex t Italian go v ernment. 
But their gro wing strength sho uld in­ 
spire so me respect o n the part o f the anti­ 
co mmunist parties and the western allies 
who hav e a stake in the directio ns the 
Italian go v ernment takes. The electio n 
results sho uld, further, inspire the do mi­ 
nant party to clean up its o wn mess and 
embark o n so me so rt o f pro gram o f stabili­ 
ty fo r that natio n. 
If the Co mmunists co me to po wer in 
Italy , a member o f the western alliance, it 
will no t be because they sneaked in the 
back do o r o r because they grabbed po wer 
by fo rce. It will be because the o ther par­ 
ties had neither the will no r the co m­ 
petence to go v ern effectiv ely . 
And who is to say that Italy 's brand o f 
Co mmunism wo uld be bad fo r Italy o r the 
western allies? It might o r might no t be. It 
is up to the parties o f mo deratio n to 
pro v ide the better alternativ e.

CHICAGO - Lee Anderson 
was wou nded and his wife was 
shot to death when flooding 
cau sed them and many others to 
leav e the Dan Ry an Ex pressway 
a nd d riv e in to a bla c k 
neighborhood on Su nday Ju ne 
12. 
The crime, becau se it fu lfilled 
a fear that hau nts so many peo­ 
ple. stu nned Chicagoans d both 
races 
Many people wondered 
how Anderson felt, whether a 
man cou ld come away from the 
ex perience withou t being filled 
with hatred 
Since then, Anderson, 51, has 
declined to be interv iewed Bu t 
du ring the weekend, he inv ited 
me to Mercy ' Hospital, where he 
is recov ering from his wou nds. 


When I arriv ed at his ro o m, 
which was fiUed with flo wers, 
fruit baskets, and sunlight, be 
was sitting in a chair, sipping 
co ffee. His six children, ranging 
fro m their teens to early 2 0s, sat 
o n the bed o r in chairs. 


Anderson, the editor of an in­ 
du strial magazine, is a lean, 
ev en-featu red, 
sandy -haired 
man 
He has an air of inner 
strength and self-reliance abou t 
him Du ring World War II, he 
was an infantry man in Eu rope

His wou nded throat was 
wrapped in a thick bandage and 
he spoke slowly and deliberately 
in a soft, raspy v oice. 
I asked him how it happened, 
“My wife’s sister liv es in Lan­ 
sing. Mich We had been to her 
son s eighth grade gradu ation 
party On the way home, we got 
cau g h t in th e ra ins torm . 
(Michael 13, Elizabeth, 16, and 
Janet, 15, also were in the c a r ) 
“ I was driv ing east in a line of 
traffic. People in cars gomg the 
oth e r

w ere y e lling 
something abou t windows. 


"There were kids do ng the 
street ahead. So me of them were 
in the street. They sto pped us 
and said they wanted $1(1 to let 
us go thro ugh the underpass,

u s and broke windows 
*J got abou t 50 feet in the traf­

— pro stitutio n — will gather in the headquarters o f the wo rld » 
seco nd o ldest pro fessio n — po litics — when the First Wo rld 
Meeting o f Pro stitutes co nv enes in Washingto n, D C , to day , 
Wednesday , June 23 . In the light o f recent co ngressio nal sex 
scandals, many po liticians may be tempted to clear o ut o f to wn 
du ring the fiv e-day gathering to av oid any chance of asso ciatio n 
with the u nconv entional co nv entio neers 
A co ngressio nal receptio n scheduled by the pro stitutes» an 
be ex pected to attract abo ut as many publicity wary co n­ 
gressmen as a marijuana smo ke-in o r a gay liberatio n tea.

Co -spo nso rs o f the meeting, also kno wn as the First Inter­ 
natio nal Ho o kers' Co nv entio n, are COYOTE (Call Off Vo ur 
Tired Old Ethics), a West Co ast gro up o rganized to defend 
pro stitutes’ rights, and the Feminist Party . Two prev io us co n­ 
v entio ns were held in San Francisco , but this is the first meeting 
to include pro stitutes fro m Euro pe. Abo ut 3 00 are ex pected to 


“ The jo int co nv entio n wo n’t be all wo rk,” states a COYOTE 
press release. The main purpo se o f the gathering is to lo bby fo r 
decriminalizatio n o f pro stitutio n and better wo rking co nditio ns 
fo r pro stitutes. Margo St. James, a fo rmer pro stitute and 
fo under o f COYOTE, said the mo tto fo r the co nv entio n is: 
“ Igno rance is no ex cuse fo r a law.” 
“ The law has failed,” a COYOTE news release asserted. 
“ No o ne is satisfied with o ur so ciety ’s current metho d o f dealing 
with pro stitutio n, and (he co urts are div ided. We must find a 
new way to regulate the wo rld s o ldest pro hibited market, o ne 
that meets the test o f justice fo r all co ncerned . . ." 
Since pro stitutio n is go v erned by state laws, it is 
questio nable ho w much can be acco mplished by lo bby ing o n 
Capito l Hill. “ Our go al is to make as much no ise as po ssible," St.

NEW YORK - A great deal o f 
c a nt, h y pocrisy and se n ­ 
sationalism is being heard abo ut 
the so-called "Washingto n sex 
scandal," and the principal v ic­ 
tim so far is the unfo rtunate 
Rep. Allen T Ho we o f Utah. 
In the first place, Ho we is 
charg ed 
with so liciting a 
pro stitute in Salt Lake City , 
which has no thing to do either 
with Washingto n o r with the 
alleged pay ro ll irregularities in­ 
v o lv ing y o ung wo men with 
w hich Rep. Way ne Hay s o f Ohio 
and Rep. Jo hn Yo ung o f Tex as 
are being charged. 
In the second place, if Howe’s 
case had occu rred any tim e 
ex cept at the height of the 
Way ne Hay s scandal, the Utah 
congressman wou ld hav e been 
front-page nowhere ou tside the 
Deseret News. Bu t more impor­ 
tant than any of this is the way in 
which the Howe case was 
handled in Salt Lake City . 
Howe claims he was lu red by 
pretex t into an area of that city 
where prostitu tion is rampant 
He concedes now that he made a 
"foolish mistake” in talking to 
two w-omen sitting in a parked 
far. Bu t he firmly denies that he 
solicited sex u al serv ices from 


the two — who tu rned ou t to be 
policewomen decoy s.

The congressman certainly 
was foolish at the least, and the 
intent here is not necessarily to 
defend his condu ct. Bu t the u se 
of police decoy s in su ch cases is 
du biou s at best and entrapment 
at worst; su ch practices can 
make it dangerou s for a man to 
smile at or speak to a woman on 
the street — or v ice v ersa, when 
the police target is the prostitu te 
herself, as it more often is. 


The Salt Lake City po lice first 
said, mo reo v er, that they had a 
tape reco rding o f Ho we’s alleged 
so licitatio n o f the deco y s. They 
released what appeared to be a 
transcript, damning in its detail, 
later, it was disclo sed that there 
was no reco rding o r transcript — 
o nly the alleg atio ns o f o ne 
deco y . 


By then, howev er, it was too 
late. The su pposed transcript 
had been widely pu blished and 
broadcast The police had pu t it 
on the record 
and the press 
appears to hav e had no im­ 
mediate reason either to su p­ 
press a pu blic record or to dou bt 
its au thenticity . 


So Howe, his predicam ent 
magnified in the lu rid glow of 
the Hay s and You ng affairs, 
fou nd himself u rged at ev ery 
hand to withdraw from his own 
race for re-election. 
He has so far refu sed to do 
that, and rightly so, what is now 
known of his case makes his con­ 
v iction in cou rt seem u nlikely . 
Althou gh the police hav e con­ 
v icted him in the press, the 
pu blic's basic sense of fair play 
may y et come to his rescu e. And 
ev en if he were gu ilty as 
charged, is the offense so 
reprehensible as to warrant his 
remov al from pu blic life? Utah 
v oters really shou ld ponder that 
q u estion long and hard — not 
react seli-nghteou sly and in­ 
stantly to newspaper headline 
based on q u estionable police 
charges 
As for Way ne Hay s, almost 
ev ery one agrees that w hat’s 
happened to him c ou ld n’t 
happen to a more deserv ing 
fellow. His forced resignation 
from important committee posts 
greatly improv es the ethical at­ 
m osphere of the Hou se of 
Representativ es and marks the 
downfall of one of those petty 
potentates who 
occasionally 


arises to distort and degrade 
American political life. Good 
riddance.

Hay s u rged 
Miss Ray to “come in a little" — 
that is, to work sometimes — 
which helped to v erify what he 
was pay ing her for 


But if the FBI is suppo sed to 
get a co urt o rder befo re tapping 
a telepho ne, sho uld repo rters be 
able to eav esdro p o n an ex ten­ 
sio n o f their o wn initiativ e, o r 
their edito r’s? That's no t easily 
answered, but the press o ught to 
be wars o f letting the end justify 
such means, o r o ne happening 
beco mes a practice.

The selection of a streets and transportation sy stem for in­ 
clu sion in the Lancaster Cou nty Comprehensiv e Plan is of 
critical importance to all city and cou nty residents Presently , 
fou r major street sy stems hav e been dev eloped by a technical 
committee, composed of transportation planners from v ariou s 
city departments and the State Department of Roads Sou nd 
planning practices req u ire the testing and ev alu ation of the 
alternativ e plans in relation to specific commu nity goals and 
objectiv es 
The City -Cou nty Planning Department, with 
assistance from other local and state agencies, has performed 
this task on the fou r proposed street sy stems and their work is 
inclu ded in a report entitled “ Ev alu ation of the Social, 
Economic and Env ironmental Impacts Associated With the 
Fou r Alternate Street Sy stems.” 
The committee which dev eloped the lou r alternativ es, the 
Technical Committee, has recommended one entitled Pian 
6-A 
This option contains ex tensiv e modifications of ex isting arteria Is 
and the addition of the west by -pass and a modified Northeast 
Radial The Leagu e of Women Voters of Lincoln and Lancaster 
Cou nty has carefu lly stu died the alternativ e street proposais and 
finds that, althou gh we agree 6-A is a marked u nprov ement ov er 
the originally recommended Plan I, ou r preference is for Plan 3- 
A 
Both Plans 6 A and 3-A are based on the reasonable assu mp­ 
tion that Lmcolmtes will, in increasing nu mbers car pool in 
order to sav e energy Likewise, both plans are complementary

to the proposed growth patterns 
of the commu nity and both 
shorten the amou nt of time necessary to commu te from the ou t­ 
er bou ndaries of the city Both plans shou ld hav e the effect of 
redu cing the nu mber of traffic accidents. There, are, howev er, 
sev eral important differences. 


Plan 6-A erodes this city ’s commitment to its neighborhoods, 
to the prov ision of hou sing for 
lo w-inco me and mino rity 
residents, to the protection of agricu ltu ral land and the env iro n­ 
ment Implementing Plan 6-A wou ld req u ire the displacement 
of 17 6 hou sing u nits (115 from low-income censu s tracts) 
whereas Plan 3-A req u ires the displacement of 7 2 ho using units 
(37 from low-income censu s tracts).

does not.

We'll not attempt what would, 


anyway, be an uninformed prediction of 
what will follow the parliamentary elec- 
tions just completed in Italy or explain 
precisely what the results mean. It is safe 
at this point, probably, to go along with a 
general feeling that the slim edge the Chris- 
tian Democrats maintain over the surging 
Communists means that more of the same 
is in store for Italy. 


More of the same governmental and 


economic instability and more of the same 
corruption. 


The Communists admit that the Chris- 


tian Democrats still have broad popular 
support (they fell off only slightly from 
previous election percentages). And the 
ruling party will have to admit — or look 
foolish — that the Communist gains, while 
not all the Communists hoped for, present 
a more grave challenge to a new Italian 
government than at any time since the end 
of the last war. 


The center-right parties which have 


coalesced to form Italian governments in 
past years have badly bungled the job of 
running the country; they bungled in 


denying a Communist voice in governing 
(and thereby sharing the blame) and the 
U.S. bungled by paying out clandestine 
funds to undercut the Communist position. 


It can't be predicted with any certainty 


from where we sit that Communists will 
have a part in the next Italian government 


But their growing strength should in- 


spire some respect on the part of the anti- 
Communist parties and the western allies 
who have a stake in the directions the 
Italian government takes. The election 
results should, further, inspire the domi- 
nant party to clean up its own mess and 
embark on some sort of program of stabili- 
ty for that nation. 


If the Communists come to power in 


Italy, a member of the western alliance, it 
will not be because they sneaked in the 
back door or because they grabbed power 
by force. It will be because the other par- 
ties had neither the will nor the com- 
petence to govern effectively. 


And who is to say that Italy's brand of 


Communism would be bad for Italy or the 
western allies? It might or might not be. It 
is up to the parties of moderation to 
provide the better alternative. 


Merger Talk Premature 


Recent talk of imminent city-county 


government consolidation here has been 
premature, in our opinion. 


Discovery by local merger supporters 


of the "Kentucky Plan,'1 which could mean 
sidestepping a statewide constitutional 
amendment vote, blossomed into the mis- 
guided belief on the part of some folks that 
Lancaster County and Lincoln City govern- 
ment would be merged no later man, say, 
next Wednesday. 


But you can bet there will be con- 


siderable deliberations yet over the form 
governmental consolidation will take here 
and enough time reserved in which op- 
ponents and proponents of consolidation 
can try to sell their views.

Much has been said about government 


consolidation — and some actions to 
reduce duplication of services and func- 
tions and increase cooperation between 
governments have been taken.

this week, no specific proposal on how the 
various branches of city and county 
governments would be combined has been 
created. Nor has enabling legislation 
needed for a countywide vote been passed 
by the Legislature, although a bill is being 
drafted. 


Thus, talk of an early vote on con- 


solidation is premature. 


And it appears there does need to be 


discussion within the city and county about 
what form consolidation would take and 
what the consequences would be. If the re- 
cent remarks of some apparently anti- 
consolidation councilman are reflective of 
community opinion, there are a number of 
people who have misconceptions about 
what consolidation means. And there are 
those who apparently believe that 
somehow, less government means more. 


This is not a proposition that invites in- 


stant resolution.

CHICAGO — Lee Anderson 


was wounded and his wife was 
shot to death when flooding 
caused them and many others to 
leave the Dan Ryan Expressway 
and drive into a black 
neighborhood on Sunday, June 
12. 


The crime, because it fulfilled 


a fear that haunts so many peo- 
ple, stunned Chicagoans of both 
races. Many people wondered 
how Anderson felt, whether a 
man could come away from the 
experience without being filled 
with hatred. 


Since then, Anderson, 51, has 


declined to be interviewed. But 
during the weekend, he invited 
me to Mercy Hospital, where he 
is recovering from his wounds. 


When I arrived at Us room, 


which was filed with Bowers, 
fruit baskets, and snligbt, he 
was sitting in a ens*, sipping 
coffee. His six chidren, raagiag 
from their teens to early 2fe, sat 
on the bed or in chain. 


Anderson, the editor of an in- 


dustrial magazine, is a lean, 
even-featured, sandy-haired 
man. He has an air of inner 
strength and self-reliance about 
him. During World War H, he 
was an infantryman in Europe.

His wounded throat was 


wrapped in a thick bandage and 
be spoke slowly and deliberately 
in a soft, raspy voice. 


I asked him how it happened. 
"My wife's sister lives in Lan- 


sing, Mich. We had been to her 
son's eighth grade graduation 
party.

In Convention 


WASHINGTON - Leaders of the world's oldest profession 


- prostitution - will gather in the headquarters of the world s 
second oldest profession - politics - when the First Worw 
Meeting of Prostitutes convenes in Washington, D.C., today, 
Wednesday, June 23. In the light of recent congressional sex 
scandals, many politicians may be tempted to clear out of town 
during the five-day gathering to avoid any chance of association 
with the unconventional conventioneers. 


A congressional reception scheduled by the prostitutes can 


be expected to attract about as many publidty-wary con- 
gressmen as a marijuana smoke-in or a gay liberation tea. 


•Co-sponsors of the meeting, also known as the First Inter- 


national Hookers' Convention, are COYOTE (Call Off Your 
Tired Old Ethics), a West Coast group organized to defend 
prostitutes' rights, and the Feminist Party. Two previous con- 
ventions were held in San Francisco, but this is the first meeting 
to include prostitutes from Europe. About 300 are expected to 


"The joint convention won't be all work," states a COYOTE 


press release. The main purpose of the gathering is to lobby for 
decrlminalization of prostitution and better working conditions 
for prostitutes. Margo St. James, a former prostitute and 
founder of COYOTE, said the motto for the convention if: 
"Ignorance is no excuse for a law." 


"The law has failed," a COYOTE news release asserted. 


"No one is satisfied with our society's current method of dealing 
with prostitution, and the courts are divided. We must find a 
new way to regulate the world's oldest prohibited market, one 


"'•that meets the test of justice for all concerned ..." 


Since prostitution is governed by state laws, it is 


_ questionable how much can be accomplished by lobbying on 
"Capitol Hill. "Ourgoal is to make as much noise as possible," St. 
James said.

include a "First International Hookers' Film Festival," a

The Congress, Sex And The Press 


NEW YORK - A great deal of 


cant, hypocrisy and sen- 
sationalism is being heard about 
the so-called "Washington sex 
scandal," and the principal vic- 
tim so far is the unfortunate 
Rep. Allen T. Howe of Utah. 


In the first place, Howe is 


charged with soliciting a 
prostitute in Salt Lake City, 
which has nothing to do either 
with Washington or with the 
alleged payroll irregularities in- 
volving yonng women with 
which Rep. Wayne Hays of Ohio 
and Rep. John Young of Texas 
are being charged. 


In the second place, if Howe's 


case had occurred anytime 
except at the height of the 
Wayne Hays scandal, the Utah 
congressman would have been 
front-page nowhere outside the 
Deseret News. But more impor- 
tant than any of this is the way in 
which the Howe case was 
handled in Salt Lake City. 


•Howe claims be was lured by 


pretext into an area of that city 
where prostitution is rampant. 
He concedes now that be made a 
"foolish mistake" in talking to 
two women sitting in a parked 
<*ar. But he firmly denies that he 
solicited sexual services from 


the two — who turned out to be 
policewomen decoys. 


Tfr * * 
The congressman certainly 


was foolish at the least, and the 
intent here is not necessarily to 
defend his conduct. But the use 
of police decoys in such cases is 
dubious at best and entrapment 
at worst; such practices-can 
make it dangerous for a man to 
smile at or speak to a woman on 
the street — or vice versa, when 
the police target is the prostitute 
herself, as it more often is. 


The Salt Lake City police first 


said, moreover, that they had a 
tape recording of Howe's alleged 
solicitation of the decoys. They 
released what appeared to be a 
transcript, damning in its detail, 
later, it was disclosed that there 
was no recording or transcript — 
only the allegations of one 
decoy. 


By then, however, it was too 


late. The supposed transcript 
had been widely published and 
broadcast The police tad put it 
•'on the record" and the press 
appears to have had no im- 
mediate reason either to sup- 
press a public record or to doubt 
its authenticity. 


So Howe, his predicament 


magnified in the lurid glow of 
the Hays and Young affairs, 
found himself urged at every 
hand to withdraw from his own ' 
race for re-election. 


He has so far refused to do 


that, and rightly so; what is now 
known of his case makes his con- 
viction in court seem unlikely. 
Although the police have con- 
victed him in the press, the 
public's basic sense of fair play 
may yet come to his rescue. And 
even if he were guilty as 
charged, is the offense so 
reprehensible as to warrant his 
removal from public life? Utah 
voters really shoul'd ponder that 
question lorg and hard — not 
react self-righteously and in- 
stantly to newspaper headline 
based on questionable police 
charges. 


As for Wayne Hays, almost 


everyone agrees that what's 
happened to him couldn't 
happen to a more deserving 
fellow. His forced resignation 
from important committee posts 
greatly improves the ethical at- 
mosphere of the House of 
Representatives and marks the 
downfall of one of those petty 
potentates who occasionally 


arises to distort and degrade 
American political life. Good 
riddance. 


•sV 
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But even the Hays matter is 


rife with hypocrisy. Says Rep. 
John Rhodes, the House 
Republican leader: "Until the 
Democrats do something to pre- 
vent future Wayne Hayses, the 
basic problems of the House are 
unresolved." Do Republicans 
not have sex lives? Has no 
Republican ever become a petty 
potentate? 


Is there a qualitative 


difference, moreover, in bilking 
the public payroll to reward a 
congressman's mistress, and in 
bilking it for a congressman — 
Republican or Democrat — to 
junket abroad with his wife for 
no justifiable or even 
perceivable public purpose? 
Anyone who thinks Congress 
spends more for sex than for 
junkets doesn't know much 
about Congress. 


Within the press,"moreover, 


serious questions have been 
raised by the disclosure in New 


York magazine that two young 
Washington Post reporters es- 
tablished the facts of Hays' 
relations'with Elizabeth Ray by 
listening in (with her permis- 
sion) on his phone calls to Miss 
Ray, and by extensive sur- 
veillance'of his visits to her. 


Rudy Maxa, one of these 


reporters, is himself troubled by 
these tactics, which he says they 
resorted to only because it was 
''the only way we could think of 
to verify the information." In 
one overheard telephone conver- 
sation, moreover, /Hays urged 
Miss Ray to "come in a little" — 
that is, to work sometimes — 
which helped to verify what he 
was paying her for. 


But if the FBI is supposed to 


get a court order before tapping 
a telephone, should reporters be 
able to eavesdrop on an exten- 
sion of their own initiative, or 
their editor's? That's not easily 
answered, but the press ought to 
be wary of letting the end justify 
such means, or one happening 
becomes a practice.

dations approved by the House 
Democratic leaden also would 
remove the power of the Ad- 
ministration Committee to in- 
crease members' allowances for 
staff and travel. 


Hays, 65, recovering from an 


overdose of sleeping pills, 
resigned the committee's chair- 
manship after Elizabeth Ray 
charged that he kept her on its 
payroll for $14,000 a year to give 
him sex. 


The Democratic leaders also 


nominated Rep Frank Thomp- 
son, D-N.J, to succeed Hays. 
Thompson tried two years ago to 
unseat Hays as chairman. 


The recommendations of a 


three-man task force, which 
were approved' by the 
leadership's 
Democratic 


Steering and Policy Committee, 
also would end members' ability 
to draw up to $11,000 in cash for 
stationery and travel. 


Task Force Chairman David 


R Obey, D-Wis., said the 
recommendations go as far as 
reasonable in making con- 
gressional funds accountable but 
won't prevent fraud. 


"The only way you're going to 


get full accountability," Obey 
told reporters, ,"is to require 
every member as he leaves the 
House to be accompanied by a 
priest and a cop and I don't think 
that is possible." 


The Democratic leaders 


reportedly approved 12 of the 13 
Obey task force recommen- 


dations by voice vote and with 
little opposition. 


But there was a fight on one 


which Obey said woul 
eliminate the Administrate 
Committee as "an independen 
power source." It would require 
the speaker to appoint its 
Democratic members starting 
next year. 


Democratic Caucus Chairma 


Phillip Burton of California said 
that could make a speaker a czar 
over House'funds, sources saic 
but the recommendation was ap 
proved 14 to 7.

Senate Fails To Shut 
Some Tax Loopholes 


Washington (UPI) — The 


Senate Tuesday rejected an ef- 
fort by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, ' D-Mass., to place 
strong curbs on some tax 
shelters. Instead, it accepted a 
version aimed at only the biggest 
loopholes. 


It was the second day of 


defeats for the Kennedy 
"reform" forces, indicating that 
Finance Committee chairman 
Russell Long, D-La., is in firm 
control of the 1,536-page tax 
revision bill 


The Senate bill is significantly 


milder than a House measure in 
restricting tax advantages 
enjoyed by the well-to-do. The 
Kennedy forces had planned a 
series of amendments to bnng 
the Senate bill more in line with 
the House version. 


The Kennedy amendment, 


rejected by a vote of 53 to 40, 
was a scaled-down version of a 
measure rejected last week. The 
compromise 
involved 


eliminating from the amend- 
ment the oil and gas industry, 
sports franchises, residential 
reak estate, and livestock and 
poultry operations. 


Kennedy's newer version 


would have applied to some real 
estate, some fanning, motion 
picture films ,and equipment 
leasing. It would have limited 
deduction of certain "artificial" 
losses — such as accelerated 
depreciation — to income ac- 


tually received from an invest 
ment in. these industries. 


This "limitation of artificial 


losses" approach was adopted by 
the House, but the Finance Com 
rmttee chose instead to treat 
only the most significant abuses 
in each industry. For instance 
its bill would end the use o: 
"nonrecourse loans"—thosefor 
which the investor is not held 
liable but which can be used in 
writing off first-year losses 


A tax shelter comes about 


when a taxpayer with excess 
cash, often a doctor or other 
professional, invests in a venture 
with high first-year losses. Often 
losses are mere paper ones 
brought about by accelerated 
depreciation or other tax advan- 
tages The investor gains a huge 
tax deduction the first year, 
avoids taxation on the income 
until later years, and often es- 
capes paying some tax. 


Kennedy called shelters "one 


of the most notorious loopholes 
in the Internal Revenue Coda" 
But-opponents such as Sen. 
Robert Packwood, R-Ore., said 
the loss limitation approach 
so complicated that it would be 
"insane" to expect taxpayers to 
understand it

every Philadelphia lawyer and 
every accountant in the country 
couldn't get him out of."

A recommendation to es­ 
tablish or reject a prq)osed 
Nebraska public radio networic 
will be made public on July 14 
Dr. Edwin C. Nelson of 
Chadron said Tuesday the public 
radio subcommittee he heads is 
ready to begin writing its 
recommendation to the 
Nebraska Educational Televi­ 
sion Commission. 
At the Lincoln session 
Tuesday. Commissiono- Nelson 
supplied no details on whether 
the suggestion will be pro or con. 
But the commission’s actions 
offered a hint that the proposal 
could be favorable to a radio 
system compatible with the nine 
NETV station sites and equip­ 
ment. 
After a subcommittee meeting 
scheduled for 10 a.m. July 14. 
which is. in effect, a Lireoln 
press conference to reveal its 
recommendation, 
com­ 
missioners will test Nebraskans’ 
reactions to the proposal. 
They have scheduled a public 
hearing on the issue, via a 
statewide NETV broadcast from 
8.30-10:30 p.m on July 20. In­ 
dividuals and organizations may 
testify in person, as part of the 
Lincoln studio audience, or from 
elsewhere in Nebraska via toll- 
free telephone lines, said NETV' 
General Manager Jack McBride. 
On July 22. the canmission 
will meet in r^ular session to 
accept the recommendation for­ 
mally and possibly make a dai- 


sion on it. The body has no 
authority to establish the 
proposed network, but may 
request the Legislature to do so. 
Commission Chairman Philip 
Heckman of Crete said he will 
invite the Nebraska Broad­ 
casters Association to testify at 
the televised hearing. The NBA 
has waged an anti-public radio 
campaign, even before a consul- 
tant 
hired 
by 
NETV 
recommended last October to 
start a radio network immediate­ 
ly 
However, commissioners 
decided to conduct their own 
supplementary study, chaired by 
Nelson. Critics of the con­ 
sultant's scheme have claimed 
Nebraskans haven’t exprrased 
any desire for the network, that 
taxpayer costs will escalate and 
that commercial radio fulfills 
audience needs. 
Heckman reported that the 
Nebraska Committee for the 
Humanities at a June meeting in 
Scottsbluff endorsed public 
radio. 
McBride said a Nebraska Arts 
Council lO-year planning con­ 
ference, the "Dialogue of 100,’’ 
also endorsed public radio. 
Delegates particularly favored 
public access as an avenue for 
arts programs and promoting 
arts awareness. 


The commission has received 
petitions with 104 signatures 
favoring Nebraska publk radio, 
McBride said. One of the grass­ 
roots petition sponsors, I^R ue 
Wunderlich of rural R oca, 


presented petitions Tuesday 
with another 400 signatures. 
Citing support from across the 
state. Mrs. Wunda-lich urged 
commissioners to obtain an AM 
radio frequency as well, to serve 
the auto-traveling public. The 
proposed network would be on 
the FM radio band. 
Noting her family became 
“converts” to Kansas public 
radio after gavel-to-gavel 
coverage of Watergate hearings 
Mrs. Wunderlich ticked off 
possibilities for a Nebraska 
network. 
The University of Nebraska 
Extension Division could supply 
homemaker pri^rams, she said, 
and ongoing research could be 
aired. Remote area residents 
could hear visiting artists’ and 
speakers’ prraentations, and 
children’s storybook hours could 
be taped by parents for later use. 
Broadcasting Unicameral 
committee hearings, which she 
said can't be televised easily or 
cheaply, wouldn’t make people 
“ feel quite so intimidateij” 
when they testify at the 
Statehouse later.

, A Health Department branch 
•office and nursing station housed 
in a modern medical office 
building would be an asset to the 
Havelock community and "an 
answer to our prayers," half 
dozen Havttock residents told 
'the Lancaster County com- 
missioners Tuesday morning. 


Representatives 
from two 


Havelock area organizations lob- 
bied for locating the northeast 
nursing station and the branch 
office for the City-County Health 
Department in the Northgate 
Medical Center near 63rd and 
Platte Sts. 


The nursing station, now 


located in the Havelock YWCA, 
and the branch administrative 
office, housed in a public school, 


will both have to move this fall. 


And 
the 
community 


organizations want both to move 
into the now empty medical 
center. The catch is more than 
$300 a month rental. The Health 
Department currently pays less 
than $50 a month for rental in 
this area. 


Other options include using a 


room at Mahoney Manor, a low 
income housing complex for the 
elderly, or leasing an empty 
bank building at 62nd and 
Havelock. Both are much less 
expensive. 


The Manor location does not 


have enough space and has too 
much identification with elderly, 
Havelock residents told com- 
missioners. 


The bank building .will take 


some time and money, to 
remodel, said Dr. E. D. Lyman, 
Health Department Director. 


"The nurses are very highly 


regarded in this area of town 
and they deserve a nice area to 
work from," said Mrs. Mary 
Wohlfarth. "We need to have a 
place the people can look up to." 


The Northeast Community 


Development Organization is 
currently investigating the 
possibility of having the medical 
center, empty for three years, 
purchased through community 
development funds and then 
used by the organization to 
house needed services in the 
area, said Hale Laws, president 
of the group. 


Rev. James P. Cooke of the 


Fourth Presbyterian Church, 
suggested the Mahoney Manor 


arrangement, since it is tem- 
porary, might be the answer to a 
"quasi political" problem with 
the medical profession. 


"As long as the nursing 


stations are kept in temporary 
locations, the objections from 
the medical community are 
minimal, he suggested. 


The Havelock offices will be a 


part of the |1.7-million Health 
Department budget to be 
reviewed by county and city of- 
ficials Monday morning. The 
request is up more than 28% 
from this year's $1.3-million 
budget allocation. 


And the answer to the 


Havelock office location will be 
decided by what the community 
feels is best and what the County 
Board and City Council feel they 
can afford, Dr. Lyman said. 


Northeast Area To Gef Four Blocks Paved

At least four blocks in 


northeast Lincoln will be paved 
this year using federal communi- 
ty development funds; property 
owners will foot 50% of the bill. 


Tom Ekvall, neighborhood 


assistance supervisor for the 
city's Department of Urban 
Development, outlined the plan 
to members- of the Northeast 
.Lincoln Community Develop- 
ment Organization Tuesday 
night. 


The organization, which 


" represents residents who live 


north of Adams St., will recom- 


mend eight to ten presently un- 
paved blocks for consideration. 
The Department of Urban 
Development will choose blocks 
from those to seek City Council 
approval for paving. 


Hale Laws, president of the 


organization, said a survey is 
being conducted of people who 
live on unpaved streets to see 
which want paving. 


Ekvall explained that 51% of 


the owners of property 
bordering a paving project must 
sign a petition before the project 
can be approved. The property 
owners will then pay half the 
cost of the project, and the com- 


munity development funds will 
cover the other half. 


The Department of Urban 


Development decided to use the 
federal money in that way 
(rather than paying 75% of each 
paving project, as was first con- 
sidered), so that more streets 
could be paved throughout the 
city, Ekvall said. 


The department hopes to get 


all unpaved streets in the area 
north of Adams paved in the 
next four or five years. 


The organization resolved to 


distribute the funds throughout 
the northeast area, so that all 
residents can benefit. 


The committee to determine 


which blocks have highest priori- 
ty for paving includes: M. W. 
Craig,-Hale Laws, Edith Lorah 
and Donald Wright. ' 


The organization also passed 


two resolutions regarding city 
bus routes. 


One calls for a "crosstown" 


loop running from the Norwood 
Park area north of Burlington 
Ave., south to the Gateway shop- 
ping center, then north on 66th 
St. to Havelock and back to 
•Norwood Park. 


The other recommends exten- 


ding the present Havelock bus 
line to Norwood Park.

Report On Public Radio 
To Be Revealed July 14

A recommendation to es- 


tablish or reject a proposed 
Nebraska public radio network 
will be made public on July 14. 


Dr. Edwin C. Nelson of 


Chadron said Tuesday the public 
radio subcommittee he heads is 
ready to begin writing its 
recommendation to the 
Nebraska Educational Televi- 
sion Commission. 


At the Lincoln session 


Tuesday, Commissioner Nelson 
supplied no details on whether 
the suggestion will be pro or con. 


But the commission's actions 


offered a hint that the proposal 
could be favorable to a radio 
system compatible with the nine 
NETV station sites and equip- 
ment. 


After a subcommittee meeting 


scheduled for 10 a.m. July 14, 
which is, in effect, a Lincoln 
press conference to reveal its 
recommendation, com- 
missioners will test Nebraskans' 
reactions to the proposal. 


They have scheduled a public 


hearing on the issue, via a 
statewide NETV broadcast from 
8:30-10:30 p.m. on July 20. In- 
dividuals and organizations may 
testify in person, as part of the 
Lincoln studio audience, or from 
elsewhere in Nebraska via toll- 
free telephone lines, said NETV 
General Manager Jack McBride. 


On July 22, the commission 


will meet in regular session to 
accept the recommendation for- 
mally and possibly make a deci- 


sion on it. The body has no 
authority to establish the 
proposed network, but may 
request the Legislature to do so. 


Commission Chairman Philip 


Heckman of Crete said he will 
invite the Nebraska Broad- 
casters Association to testify at 
the televised hearing. The NBA 
has waged an anti-public radio 
campaign, even before a consul- 
tant 
hired 
by NETV 


recommended last October to 
start a radio network immediate- 
ly. 


However, commissioners 


decided to conduct their own 
supplementary study, chaired by 
Nelson. Critics of the con- 
sultant's scheme have claimed 
Nebraskans haven't expressed 
any desire for the network, that 
taxpayer costs will escalate and 
that commercial radio fulfills 
audience needs. 


Heckman reported that the 


Nebraska Committee for the 
Humanities at a June meeting in 
Scottsbluff endorsed public 
radio. 


McBride said a Nebraska Arts 


Council 10-year planning con- 
ference, the "Dialogue of 100," 
also endorsed public radio. 
Delegates particularly favored 
public access as an avenue for 
arts programs and promoting 
arts awareness. 


The commission has received 


petitions with 104 signatures 
favoring Nebraska public radio, 
McBride said. One of the grass- 
roots petition sponsors, LaRue 
Wunderlich of rural Roca, 


presented petitions Tuesday 
with another 400 signatures. 


Citing support from across the 


state, Mrs. Wunderlich urged 
commissioners to obtain an AM 
radio frequency as well, to serve 
the auto-traveling public. The 
proposed network would be on 
the FM radio band.

state of the Isle of Man, 
presented by the Manx Tynwald, 
or parliament, that traces its 
history to the Norsemen who 


ruled the island in the ninth cen- 
tury. 


Speaker Charles Kerruish of 


the House of Keys, the popular 
branch of the Manx legislature, 
formally presented it to House 
Speaker Carl Albert. 


The two speakers exchanged 


historical tributes to their coun- 
tries' roles in developing 
democratic 
representative 


government and of the part 


played by Manxmen and their 
descendants in the development 
of the United States, from the 
Revolution on. 


The island, only about twice 


the size of the District of Colum- 
bia, is an autonomous member 
of the British Commonwealth, 
with the Queen as its lord. It has 
its own government, coinage and 
stamps — and its own past 
historv of troubles with London, 


leading to heavy emigration to 
the U.S. Midwest and West. 


The original sword, at least 


900 years old, is carried point-up 
to sessions of the House of Keys, 
Kerruish said, as a token of 
freedom.

Schatz Sentences 14 For Gambling 


By JOHN M. WILUS 
Omaha (AP) — Fourteen of eighteen 
men indicted on federal gambling 
charges in March of last year appeared 
for sentencir^ Tuesday before U.S. 
District Court Judge Albert G. Schatz. 
John J, Salanltro, 44, of Omaha, 
believed by local law enforcement of­ 
ficials to be the kingpin of one of the 
nation's largest illegal gambling 
operations, drew the stiffest sentence. 
In a stipulated trial, Schatz found 
Salanitro guilty in an illegal gambling 
conspiracy and of using interstate 
telephone communications in con­ 
ducting the alleged gambling activities. 
Salanitro faced possible maximum 
sentences totaling 25 years in prison and 
fines of $70,000 or both. 
However, Schatz sentenced Salanitro 
to a 15-month term in a federal correc­ 
tional facility on one count. In sentence 
negotiations, Salanitro waived all rights 
to a possible parole. On a second count, 
S(’hatz sentenced Salanitro to a two-year 
prison term, but then suspended the 
execution of the sentence and placed 
Salan itro on probation. The 
probationary period is to begin on 
Salanitro’s release from the first term. 
Schatz also recommended that 
Salanitro serve hLs sentence in the 
federal correctional facility at 
Sandstone, Minn. 


Counts Dismissed 
The government then moved to dis­ 
miss three remainir^ counts and Schatz 
grant€*d the motion. 
Paul Cappellano Jr., 45, of Omaha, 
was found guilty in a stipulated trial 
April 15 of involvement in a gambling 
(“onspiracy He faced up to five years 
imprisonment, a $20,000 fine or both 
Schatz cited “numerous" previous 
gambling arrests and convictions and 
imposed a sentence of two years in a 
federal correctional facility, with 18 
months of the sentoice su^ended. 
Cappellano will go on probation after 
serving six months. Schatz 
recommended he serve his sentence in 
Springfield, Mo Sentence negotiations 
were part of his case and a second count 
was dropped 
Paul Cappellano Sr., about 82, of 
Omaha, is hospitalized and Schatz 
granted a continuance asked by his at­ 
torney. He was found guilty April 15 of 
involvement in a gambling conspiracy.

or both. Schatz sentenced him to one 
year in a federal correctional facility, 
but modified the ordo- so Bonfiglio will 
serve 30 days, probably in the Sarpy or 
Lancaster County jail. He was placed on 
probation for the remainder of a one- 
year term. 


Max “Little Giant" Abramson, 87, of 
Omaha, was foutKl guilty in a stipulated 
trial April 15 on charges of involvement 
in federal gambling conspira;y. He was 
referred to in court raently by a 
prosecutor as “the elder statesman of 
local bookies.” 


On Probation 
Abramson faced a possible sentence 
of five years imprisonment, a $IW,000 
fine, or both. Citing his age and medical 
condition. Schatz imposed a sentence of 
two years in a federal correctional 
facility, but suspended execution of 
sentence and placed Abramson on 
probation and fined him $2,500. 


Bert Reid Howard, 43, of Omaha, 
pleaded guilty April 7 to involvement in 
a gambhng conspiracy and to conspiring 
with elected or appointed employes of 
the City of Omaha to obstruct the ai- 
forcement of laws to facilitate an illegal 
gambling business. He faced a possible 
sentence of 20 years imprisonment, a 
$20,000 fine or both. ' 
His attorney noted that Howard has 
two families to support and asked that 
he be permitted to serve part of his 
sentence on weekends. 
However, Schatz noted his previous 
gambhng record and that Howard is 
currently on probation from a previous 
conviction. The Judge sentenced him to 
one year and one day in a federal cor­ 
rectional facihty, with no chance for 
parole. He was sentenced to an identical 
concurrent term on a second count. 
Schatz recommended the sentence be 
served at Sandstone, Minn. 


Wayne Womochil, 43, of Carts- Lake, 
Iowa, a fomier Omaha arm boxer, 
pleaded no contest April 8 to involve­ 
ment in a gambhi^ conspiracy and 
faced a possible sentence of five years in 
pnson, a $20,000 fine, or both. His at­ 
torney noted that Womochil has six 
children to support. Schatz, however, 
noted three previous gambhng convic­ 
tions and sentenced Womochil to one 
year in a fedwal correctional facihty. 
He recommended the sentence be 
served at Sandstone, Minn. 


Ross J “Soddy” DiMauro, 43, of 
Omaha, pleaded guilty April 5 to being 
involved in a gambling conspiracy. He 
faced a possible sentence of five years in 
prison and a fine of $20,000 or both 
DiMauro’s attorney, John Higgins Jr., 
said his chent “was not a part of John 
Salanitro’s operation” 


Schatz, noting that DiMauro has a 
previous felony conviction related to 
gambhng, set the penalty at one year in 
prison. However, he suspended the 
execution of all but 30 days of the 
sentence, saying DiMauro will sere 30 
days in a local facility, either Sarpy 
County or Lancaster County. The judge 
ordered the U remaining months of the 
term to be on probation and dismissed a 
second count at the government’s 
request. 


Nicholas M. Schechinger, age un­ 
known, of Portsmouth, Iowa, pleaded 
guilty April 5 to the use of interstate 
telephone communications in gambhng 
activity and faced possible seitences 
totahng 10 years and $30,000 or both. 
Schatz sentenced Schechinger to two 
years in prison, but thei suspended the 
execution of the sentence and placed 
Schechinger on probation for the 
period. He also ordered Schechinger to 
pay a fine of $1,500 and dismissed a se­ 
cond count at the govermnent’s requrat. 


' Sentence Suspended 
Michael J. Scavio, about 61, of 
Omaha, pleaded guilty March 25 to in­ 
volvement in a gambhng conspiracy. He 
faced a possible sentence of five years in 
prison and a $20,000 fine or both. 
However, Schatz, noting that Scavio has 
no prior conviction record, set the 
.sentence at two years in prison. The 
judge then suspended the execution of 
the sentence, placing Scavio on proba­ 
tion for the period and ordered Scavio 
to pay a $1,500 fine. 


Jack R. “Butch" Lindley, 38, of 
Omaha, pleaded no contest April 5 to in­ 
volvement in a gambhng conspiracy He 
faced a possible maximum sentence of 
five years and $20,000 in fines or both. 
Schatz sentenced Lindley to two years 
in Jail, but ^ain suspended the execu­ 
tion of the sentence, placing Lindley on 
probation for the period, and ordered 
the payment of a $1,500 fine. 


Douglas A. Cotant, about 32, now 
working in Grand Island, pleaded guilty 
March 25 to involvement in a gambhng 
conspiracy. He faced a possible 


sentence of five years or a $M,000 fine 
or both 


“My client has never met or talked 
personally with John Salanitro,” said 
Cotant’s attorney, R. M. Snell, adding 
that Cotant had never seen Salanitro un- 
til Tuesday m orning’s court 
appearance. 


Schatz sentenced Cotant to a two-year 
jail term, but suspended its execution 
placing Cotant on probation for the 
period. Cotant was also fined $1,500. 


Gordon “Gordy” D. Olsen, about 36, 
of Lincoln, pleaded guilty April 8 to in­ 
volvement in a gambhng conspiracy. He 
faced a maximum penalty of five years 
in jail or a $20,000 fine or both. Schatz 
sentenced Olsen to a six-month jail 
term, then suspended its execution and 
placed Olsen on probation for the 
period. He also ordered Olsen to pay a 
fine of $1,000. 


John B. Kyles, about 69, of Beatrice, 
pleaded guilty March 25 to involvement 
in a gambhng con.spir«!y. He also faced 
a maximum sentence of five years in 
prison or a $20,000 fine or both. Schatz 
sentenced Kyles to 18 months in prison, 
but suspended the execution of the 
sentence and placed the defendant on 
probation for the period. He also 
ordered Kyles to pay a fine of $1,000. 


No Prior Record 
The final defendant appearing 
Tuesday was Jerry F. Kraje^ii, 36. of 
Omaha, who pleaded guilty March 25 to 
involvement in a gambling con­ 
spiracy. He faced a maximum sentence 
of five years in prison or a $20,(KW fine 
or both. Noting that Krajeski had no 
prior record, Schatz set the sentence at 
18 months in prison, but then su^ended 
sentences and placed Krajeski on proba- 
tion for the period Schatz did not levy a 
fine against Krajeski.

Omaha (AP) - Fourteen of eighteen 


men indicted on federal gambling 
charges in March of last year appeared 
for sentencing Tuesday before U.S. 
District Court Judge Albert G. Senate. 


John J. Salanltro, 44, of Omaha, 


believed by local law enforcement of- 
ficials to be the kingpin of one of the 
nation's largest illegal gambling 
operations, drew the stiffest sentence. 


In a stipulated trial, Senate found 


Salamtro guilty in an illegal gambling 
conspiracy and of using interstate 
telephone communications in con- 
ducting the alleged gambling activities. 


Salanitro faced possible maximum 


sentences totaling 25 years in prison and 
fines of $70,000 or both. 


However, Senate sentenced Salanitro 


to a 15-month term in a federal correc- 
tional facility on one count. In sentence 
negotiations, Salanitro waived all rights 
to a possible parole. On a second count, 
Senate sentenced Salanitro to a two-year 
prison term, but then suspended the 
execution of the sentence and placed 
Salanitro on probation. The 
probationary period is to begin on 
Salamtro's release from the first term. 


Schatz also recommended 
that 


Salanitro serve his sentence in the 
federal correctional facility at 
Sandstone, Minn. 


Counts Dismissed 


The government then moved to dis- 


miss three remaining counts and Schatz 
granted the motion. 


Paul Cappellano Jr., 45, of Omaha, 


was found guilty in a stipulated' trial 
April 15 of involvement in a gambling 
conspiracy. He faced up to five years 
imprisonment, a $20,000 fine or both. 


Schatz cited "numerous" previous 


gambling arrests and convictions and 
imposed a sentence of two years in a 
federal correctional facility, with 18 
months of the sentence suspended. 
Cappellano will go on probation after 
serving six months. Schatz 
recommended he serve his sentence in 
Springfield, Mo. Sentence negotiations 
were part of his case and a second count 
was dropped. 


Paul Cappellano Sr., about 82, of 


Omaha, is hospitalized and Schatz 
granted a continuance asked by his at- 
torney. He was found guilty April 15 of 
involvement in a gambling conspiracy. 


Senate also granted a continuance 


sought by the attorney for Douglas 
Wayne Brown, 30,'of Des Moines, Iowa.' 
Brown entered a guilty plea April 1 to a 
charge of involvement in a gambling 
conspiracy 


Frank A. Bonfiglio, 47, of Omaha, was 


found guilty in a stipulated trial April 15 
of involvement in a gambling con- 
spiracy and faced a possible sentence of 
five years imprisonment, a 120,000 fine, 
or both. Schatz sentenced him to one 
year in a federal correctional facility, 
but modified the order so Bonfiglio will 
serve 30 days, probably in the Sarpy or 
Lancaster County jail. He was placed on 
probation for the remainder of a one- 
year term. 


Max "Little Giant" Abramson, 87, of 


Omaha, was found guilty in a stipulated 
trial April 15 on charges of involvement 
in federal gambling conspiracy. He was 
referred to in court recently by a 
prosecutor as "the elder statesman of 
local bookies." 


On Probation 


Abramson faced a possible sentence 


of five years imprisonment, a $20,000 
fine, or both. Citing his age and medical 
condition, Schatz imposed a sentence of 
two years in a federal correctional 
facility, but suspended execution of 
sentence and placed Abramson on 
probation and fined him $2,500. 


Bert Reid Howard, 43, of Omaha, 


pleaded guilty April 7 to involvement in 
a gambling conspiracy and to conspiring 
with elected or appointed employes of 
the City of Omaha to obstruct the en- 
forcement of laws to facilitate an illegal 
gambling business. He faced a possible 
sentence of 20 years imprisonment, a 
$20,000 fine or both.' 


His attorney noted that Howard has 


two families to support and asked that 
he be permitted to serve part of his 
sentence on weekends. 


However, Senate noted his previous 


gambling record and that Howard is 
currently on probation from a previous 
conviction. The judge sentenced him to 
one year and one day in a federal cor- 
rectional facility, with no chance for 
parole. He was sentenced to an identical 
concurrent term on a second count. 
Schatz recommended the sentence be 
served at Sandstone, Minn. 


Wayne Womochil, 43, of Carter Lake, 


Iowa, a former Omaha area boxer, 
pleaded no contest April 8 to involve- 
ment in a gambling conspiracy and 
faced a possible sentence of five years in 
prison, a $20,000 fine, or both. His at- 
torney noted that Womochil has six 
children to support. Schatz, however, 
noted three previous gambling convic- 
tions and sentenced Womochil to one 
year in'a federal correctional facility. 
He recommended the sentence be 
served at Sandstone, Minn. 


Ross J. "Soddy" DiMauro, 43, of 


Omaha, pleaded guilty April 5 to being 
involved in a gambling conspiracy. He 
faced a possible sentence of five years in 
prison and a fine of $20,000 or both. 


DiMauro's attorney, John Higgins Jr., 


said his client "was not a part of John 
Salanltro's operation." 


Schatz, noting that DiMauro has a 


previous felony conviction related to 
gambling; set the penalty at one year in 
prison. However, he suspended the 
execution'of all but 30 days of the 
sentence, saying DiMauro will serve 30 
days in a local facility, either Sarpy 
County or Lancaster County. The judge 
ordered the 11 remaining'months of the 
term to be on probation and dismissed a 
second count at the government's 
request. 


Nicholas M. Schechinger, age un- 


known, of Portsmouth, Iowa, pleaded 
guilty April 5 to the use of interstate 
telephone communications in gambling 
activity and faced possible sentences 
totaling 10 years and $30,000 or both. 
Schatz sentenced Schechinger to two 
years in prison, but then suspended the 
execution of the sentence and placed 
Schechinger on probation for the 
period. He also ordered Schechinger to 
pay a fine of $1,500 and dismissed a se- 
cond count at the government's request. 


• Sentence Suspended 
Michael J. Scavio, about 61, of 


Omaha, pleaded guilty March 25 to in- 
volvement in a gambling conspiracy. He 
faced a possible sentence of five years in 
prison and a $20,000 fine or both. 
However, Schatz, noting that Scavio has 
no prior conviction record, set the 
sentence at two years in prison. The 
judge then suspended the execution of 
the sentence, placing Scavio on proba- 
tion for the period and ordered Scavio 
to pay a $1,500 fine. 


Jack R. "Butch" Lindley, 38, of 


Omaha, pleaded no'contest April 5 to in- 
volvement in a gambling conspiracy He 
faced a possible maximum sentence of 
five years and $20,000 in fines or both. 
Schatz sentenced Lindley to two years 
in Jail, but again suspended the execu- 
tion of the sentence, placing Lindley on 
probation for the period, and ordered 
the payment of a $1,500 fine. 


Douglas A. Cotant, about 32, now 


working in Grand Island, pleaded guilty 
March 25 to involvement in a gambling 
conspiracy. He faced a possible 


sentence of five years or a $20,000 fine- 
or both 


"My client has never met or talked 


personally with John Salanitro," sa'd 
Cotant's attorney, R. M. Snell, adding 
that Cotant had never seen Sdlanitro un- 
til Tuesday morning's court 
appearance. 


Schate sentenced Cotant to a two-year 


jail term, but suspended its execution 
placing Cotant on probation for the 
period. Cotant was also fined $1,500. 


Gordon "Gordy" D. Olsen, about 36, 


of Lincoln, pleaded guilty April 8 to in- 
volvement in a gambling conspiracy. He 
faced a maximum penalty of five years 
in jail or a $20,000 fine or both. Schate 
sentenced Olsen to a six-month jail 
term, then suspended its execution and 
placed Olsen on probation for the 
period. He also ordered Olsen to pay a 
fine of $1,000. 


John B. Kyles, about 69, of Beatrice, 


pleaded guilty March 25 to involvement 
in a gambling conspiracy. He also faced 
a maximum sentence of five years in 
prison or a $20,000 fine or both. Schatz 
sentenced Kyles to 18 months in prison, 
but suspended the execution of the 
sentence and placed the defendant on 
probation for the period. He also 
ordered Kyles to pay a fine of $1,000. 


No Prior Record 


The final defendant appearing 


Tuesday was Jerry F. Krajeski, 36, of 
Omaha, who pleaded guilty March 25 to 
involvement in a gambling con- 
spiracy. He faced a maximum sentence 
of five years in prison or a $20,000 fine 
or both. Noting that Krajeski had no 
prior record, Schate set the sentence at 
18 months in prison, but then suspended 
sentences and placed Krajeski on proba- 
tion for the period. Schate did not levy a 
fine against Krajeski. 


Two others involved in the case have 


already been sentenced: 


—Ronald Dean "Pork" Nelson, about 


41. of Oakland, pleaded guilty Nov. 6 to 
involvement in a gambling conspiracy. 
He faced a maximum sentence of five 
years in prison or a $20,000 fine or both, 
but was given two years probation. 


—Kenneth J. Schneiderwind, 61, of 


Omaha, pleaded guilty April 1 to in- 
volvement in a gambling conspiracy. He 
faced a possible sentence of five years in 
jail or a $20,000 fine or both. He was 
given one year's probation and was 
fined $2,500.

Beaver Crossing — Trees don't come 


off assembly lines, so Dave Burkey can't 
see any reason why furniture should 
either. 


"There's a certain amount of self- 


satisfaction in doing personalized 
work," he said. "It's good knowing 
there's nothing like it anywhere else you 
go-" 


When he opened the Country Wood 


Shop three years ago, Burkey, 22, in- 
tended to put his skills into cabinet 
making. 


"But 
when the building industry 


slowed down, we found we couldn't 
compete with cabinet makers who more 
or less put cabinets in as quickly and 
cheaply as they can," he said. 


Turned Efforts 


So Burkey turned his efforts to 


building custom furniture from expen- 
sive woods like walnut and cherry. 


"Getting started was a problem, es- 


pecially with what you have to charge 
for quality," he said. "But people are 
getting tired of the stuff they go to a fur- 
niture store and buy, and it falls apart 
the next week.'' 


Much of his work has been designing 


and building bedroom suites, but 
Burkey is working on a large executive 
desk made from cherry wood. 


Burkey also farms 160 acres near his 


shop, which is three miles south and a 
half mile east of the Gohner exit on 1-80. 


Rebuilds Furniture 


With the help of his wife and some 


relatives, who also farm, Burkey also 
reupholsters, refinishes and rebuilds an- 
tique furniture for customers. 


Last Christmas, Burkey said he did a 


good business in children's toys, in- 
cluding wooden doll houses, toy chests 
and horses. 


"My great-great-grandfather in 


Maryland figured out this pattern for 
the woodenhorse," he said. "It's made 
so that no matter what a kid does to it, 
it won't tip over." 


Burkey learned his trade from an un- 


cle and a "good shop class," but doesn't 
let a lack of formal training stand in his 
way. 


"What I'd like to get into building 


next is grandfather clocks," he said. 
"I've always thought they were 
beautiful."

Man Returned To Jail After Seward Escape 


Seward — A Seward County jail 


prisoner was back behind bars after a 
brief break for freedom Tuesday mor- 
'ning. 


Robert E. Thomeczek of Syracuse, 


Kan., escaped from custody by pulling a 
gun on Seward County Sheriff Marvin 
Pollock while the officer was taking the 
prisoner to a dental appointment in 
Seward.

later left tied up in a field about 10 
miles northeast of Seward. 


Thomeczek, who was being held on 


felony charges of possessing a stolen 
vehicle, possession of a concealed 
weapon and possession of a controlled 
substance, drove off in the sheriff's car. 


The sheriff, who was tightly bound, 


managed to free himself and make it to 
the road, where he flagged down a 
passing motorist and rode into town and 
issued an alarm on Thomeczek's escape. 


Two criminal investigators from the 


Nebraska State Patrol recaptured 
Thomeczek about 12:30 p.m. in Lincoln 
at Cliff's Smoke Shop at 13th and 0. The 
escapee offered no resistance when he 
was picked up, the officers said. 


Pollock suffered some minor injuries 


from his tight bindings, but was okay 
otherwise. 


Seward County officials believe the 


derringer was smuggled into the jail by 
a person visiting Thomeczek. A list of 
visitors to the jail is kept, and a probe is 
underway to determine who brought 
the handgun into the jail, officials said. 


County Attorney'Curtis Evans said 


late Tuesday he intends to file ad- 
ditional charges against Thomeczek but 
as yet these have not been determined.

Judge's Ruling 
Expected In 
Fairbury Suit 


By The Associated Press 


U.S. District Judge Warren 


Urbom is expected to rule within 
the next few days on a suit 
brought by the City of Fairbury 
against Northern Natural Gas 
Co. in a dispute over fuel 
supplies for the city's power 
plant. 


After hearing almost six hours 


of testimony Monday night Ur- 
bom took under advisement a 
request by the Fairbury Board of 
Public Works for a temporary in- 
junction against Northern. 


The injunction would prohibit 


Northern from shutting off 
natural gas service to the power 
plant which produces most of 
the electricity for Fairbuiy and 
several neighboring towns. 


The Fairbury Board of Public 


Works filed suits against 
Northern and its subsidiary. 
People's Natural Gas, after the 
utilities redassified 
Fairbury 


and shut off all natural gas to the 
city's power plant in late March. 


Northern turned on the gas 


again two weeks ago to allow a 
continuance in the- injunction 
bearing. 


The city contends the only 


other source of fuel for the 
power plant is fuel oil. If fuel oil 
is used exclusively to produce 
electricity for the 3,400 
customers in Fairbury and sur- 
rounding communities, electric 
rates will almost triple, Fairbury 
attorney Ron Brackle said. 


Using fuel oil, rather than 


natural gas. to supply the power 
plant would cost an additional 
S30.000 per month, he said.

Winds which roared across western 
Nebraska June 14 surpassed what's nor­ 
mally experienced in the Sahara Desert and 
sent moisture depletion reading s climbing 
That’s how conditions last week at 
Seottsbluff and 
North 
P latte were 
described by University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln experiment station specialists 
'On June 14, the computed moisture loss 
tor alfalfa at the Sandhills Ag Lab near 
Tryon was 6 of an inch per day ,” Darrell 
W atts, 
district Extension irrig ation 
specialist said “Our reading s may have 
been off a little, but even a half-inch of 
moisture loss per day would have been 
hig h ” 
Plants and soil lose moisture throug h a 
process called évapotranspiration which 
occurs when hig h winds and temperatures 
combine with low humidity 


W a tts e x pla in e d 
th e 
r a te 
of 
évapotranspiration is not the same for all 
plants. The rate for alfalfa is much hig her 
now than for com, he said But later in the 
season the rate for corn will increase At 
Imperial on June 14, the moisture lost per 
day for corn was only 23 inches as com­ 
pared to the half inch for alfalfa at the 
Sandhills Ag Lab 


The winds behind this drying effect 
topped at 640 miles of windrun — the 
amount of wind that passed by the North 
Platte Station on June 14, Watts said A 
normal windrun usually is around 150 
miles. 
According to the Nebraska Crop and 
Livestock 
Reporting 
Service, 
topsoil 


moisture supplies in the state are 9 3% 
short and 7% adequate. Subsoil moisture 
supplies are now 82% short and 19 % 
adequate A y ear ag o, topsoil was 8% short 
and subsoil 35% short 
Wheat has been badly deteriorated by 
winds, according to Gail Wicks, Extension 
weed specialist at the North Platte Station 
"Wheat is turning g rey or white, and in 
some areas the heads are not filling in with 
g rain,’’ he said. 
Wicks said he sees no hope for fields that 
already have turned white and predicts less 
yield and small kernels Alfalfa also is suf­ 
fering , he said. 


‘i t 's alarming how badly wheat is 
deteriorating , and the extended forecast 
c a lls for 
m ore w in d a n d h ig h 
temperatures," he said 
Wicks said dry land corn and sorg hum is 
in better condition but will need rain badly 
in two or three weeks 
"Com cannot anchor its roots in dry soil, 
therefore the plant cannot support itself," 
Wicks said 


Farmers with corn in this condition 
should cultivate or use other tillag e 
operations as soon as possible to help 
provide necessary support for the stalk, ac­ 
cording to the ag ricultural specialists. 
In addition to deteriorating crop con­ 
ditions, the searing winds have made 
Sandhills pastures resemble those of 
September, according to Dr Mike Ferrill. 
chairman of the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln Department of Forestry 
"We are entering the fall fire season in 


June," he said 
"Even if the Sandhills 
receive rain, pastures would still contain 
hig h amounts of flash fuel g rass which 
already has cured .” 
In eastern Nebraka, fields which normal­ 
ly are not in dang er of burning until late in 
the season already are at that point,” he 
said 
About the only thing fanners can do to 
g uard ag ainst fires is to plow fire breaks 
around fields and pastures, he said And if 
conditions are bad enoug h, he mig ht con­ 
sider plowing “criss-cross” throug h his 
field, althoug h this can cause wind erosion, 
he added 
"And by all means keep cars with 
cataly tic converters out of fields and 
pastures,” he said "The converters heat 
up enoug h to ig nite g rass," 
Conditions in the Seottsbluff area are 
somewhat more promising , according to 
Lloyd Andersen, associate district director 
of the Panhandle Station 
"We have conflicting wishes in our area 
in that dryland farmers need and want rain 
badly, but irrig ation valley farmers, who 
are not hurting for rain, don’t want to risk 
the hail that often accompanies rain," he 
said 
Crops in the irrig ated valleys, including 
corn, sug ar beets and field beans, are doing 
well, he said, having survived wind 
damag e * 
Wheat farmers in some areas were wiped 
out by the winds, however, althoug h this is 
not widespread 
The wheat crop looks 
g ood, and a g ood rain would produce a fine 
crop, he said

WASHINGTON <AP)~Rep 
Virg inia Smith. R-Neb , was 
among favoring speakers Tues­ 
day shortly before the House ap­ 
proved leg islation calling for a 
bne-y ear moratorium on the 
closing of small post offices. 


The House voted 39 9 to 14 in 
favor of the moratorium 
Mrs. Smith called on the 
House to approve the resolution 
because "the adverse impact of 
the proposed closures on rural 
areas cannot be overstated." 


She accused the Postal Serv­ 
ice of ig noring the needs of 
America’s rural areas 


"By recommending all but 
w holesale closures of rural 
post offices, the Postal Serviceis 


doing exactly what it claims 
private mail carriers would do if 
we allowed them to handle first 
class mail," Mrs. Smith said 


"They are skimming off the 
cream and leaving the rural 
areas without adequate service.” 


She added that “the current 
policy really establishes two 
classes of citizenship — rural 
and urban — in the distribution 
of mail service And of course, 
we all know that such a policy is 
unfair and contrary to law " 


Mrs Smith challeng ed Postal 
Service sug g estions that sub­ 
stantial saving s could result 
from closing small postoffices.

"But that would do little, if 
anything , to reduce the $15 
billion Postal Service deficit for 
this year alone Clearly, more 
effective methods of dealing 
with the shaky financial position 
the Postal Service finds itself in 
are needed ”

Smith added, "I am 
hopeful that enactment of a 
moratorium on postal closing s 
will create a climate in which a 
search for those alternatives can 
be made "

For the most part, physicians and health 
education teachers agree on what things the 
public should know about health care, according 
to a recent survey. 
But a University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
research team recently discovered that the two 
Nebraska groups most concerned about health 
care are not communicating their ideas to each 
other 
Dr. Ian M. Newman, of the Nebraska Center 
for Health Education (NCHE), said the purpose 
of the study was to determine what physicians 
and teachers considered important for health 
education programs. 
“ If there were no common agreement 
between the two groups,” he said, "we felt we 
ought ot know, since we train teachers to teach 
health " 
While the survey showed that teachers and 
physicians agree on the major health issues, New­ 
man said, "there needs to be more dialope 
between the two about teachmg health education 
in the schools. Health educators ^ould seek the 
help of their local medical societies.” 
However, he pointed out, there is a hesitancy 
by teachers in seeking the expertise of local 
physicians. 
The cause is two-fold, he said. 
“ First, physicians are very busy,” he 
explained, "Second, the average teacher doesn’t 
feel he can go to physicians or local medical 
societies for help, which is a reflection of our 
whole society. 
"The physician is considered a very impor­ 
tant part of our society, but we hate to even seek 
him out for medical reasons, because he is so 
busy,” 
And in spile of the fact that health educators 
may not "feel competent enough to approach 


physicians on subjects relating to health care,” 
Newman said, "there ^ould be a joint effort by 
the teachers and the medical profession” when it 
comes to health education. 
“Those in the medical profession ought to be 
interested in what is being taught in schools,” he 
said. “Health education by its very name implies 
input from both physicians and educators. 
“Surely, the education in schools should ad­ 
dress the health problems of the community, and 
who knows more about the health problems of 
the community than the local physicians?” 
If informed about a specific health education 
class and asked to participate in the prc^ram, 
Newman said, "I think, in general, doctors would 
assist from their side.” 
Explaining the survey itself, Newman said 
the research team “develqied a list of areas con­ 
sidered important enough for the public to know 
something about." 
Then nearly 300 randomly selected teachers 
and physicians were asked to rate the areas 
according to their importance. 
Interpreting the survey results, Newman said, 
overall the respondants agreed on items of priori­ 
ty, but not necessarily their order of importance. 
For example, knowing wha-e to get emergen­ 
cy medical aid and knowing the difference 
between legitimate and illegitimate medical prac­ 
titioners shared the number one ranking among 
physicians. 
Teachers rated those areas first and second, 
respectively, in importance. 
(Newman defined legitimate and illegitimate 
medical practitioners as being persons having 
doctor of medicine degrees and those who do not, 
such as a physician and a chiropractor or an 
ophthalmologist and an optician. 
("This is not to imply that a chiropractor or 
an optician are not legitimate (valid) health prac­ 
titioners.” he said. But he added that people 


should know the difference between the two, ac­ 
cording to survey results.) 


WTiy physicians named knowledge of vaccina­ 
tion schedules third in importance, teachers 
ranked this area of concern eighth on the list. To 
third place, teachers named "acUons to be taken 
if medical aid is thought to be inadequate or 
harmful,” The latter was ranked tenth in impor­ 
tance on the physicians’ list. 


Of the 26 possible selations, other primary 
areas of importance showing a close agreement 
between the two included knowing; wa>-s of 
selecting physicians, sources of psychiatric aid; 
how to evaluate medical advertising; what in­ 
patient and outpatient sffvices are available in a 
community; and the availability of free medical 
services. 
Disagreement on areas of importance, New­ 


man said, focused on the economic aspect of 
health care. 
“ Physicians tended to think health insurance 
and other economic factors (relating to the 
patient) were more important than did the 
teachers” Having knowledge about the different 
types of health insurance policies and their 
benefits was ranked fourth by the physicians and 
fifteenth by the teachers. 
But. "teachers felt it was more important for 
the public to know about physicians’ fee struc­ 
tures for services,” Newman said. This potential 
area of emphasis was rated thirteenth by the 
teachers, but nineteenth by the physicians 
Also helping with the study were Dr Samuel 
I. Fuenning. NCHE director. Dr, Gary L. Martin, 
NCHE assistant professor, and T. Demetri 
Vacaiis, a former UNL health education graduate 
. student, now at the University of Texas at Austin.

Assume you’re in three 
notrump and West leads a club. 
There seem to be many chances 
for the contract, but if you relax 
your vigil for even a moment 
you will wind up taking second 
money at the end. 
Let’s say you win the club 
lead with the ace and play a low 
heart to the queen, which wins 
the trick. You now lead a low 
spade to the ace, but what you 
do 
next 
doesn't 
matter, 
because, as the cards lie, you 


must eventually go dow'n at 
least one. 


If you try to establish the 
hearts, you find yourself short 
one entry to dummy to cash 
them. If you go after spades 
instead, you find you can't score 
more than tw’O tricks in that 
suit; 
and if you go after 
diamonds, you run into the 
same dead end. Yet the fact is 
that the contract is ice-cold 
from the start — and it doesn t 
matter how the opposing cards 
are divided. 


All you have to do is lead the 
king of hearts from dummy at 
trick two! It may seem unduly 
extravagant to waste the king 
and queen of hearts on one 
trick, but this is a luxury you 
can easily afford because it 
guarantees at least ten tricks. 
So, regardless of how much it 
runs against the grain to lead 
the king of hearts at trick two, it 
IS the only way to insure the 
contract. 


In the actual deal. East wins 
either this heart or the next one 
and returns a low club. You play 
the nine, which loses to West's 
jack, but, whatever West plays 
next, the only other trick you 
lose on the hand is a heart.

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Winds Deplete Moisture Faster 
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Winds which roared acnm wotcrn 


Nebraska June 14 surpuied what's nor- 
nully experienced in the Sahara Desert and 
sent moisture depletion readings climbing 


That's how conditions last week at 


Scottsbluff and North Platte were 
described by University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln experiment station specialist* 


"On June 14, the computed moisture loss 


for^ alfalfa at the Sandhills Ag Lab near 
Tryon was 6 of an inch per day," Darrell 
Watts, district Extension irrigation 
specialist said "Our readings may have 
been off a little, but even a half-inch of 
moisture loss per day would have been 
high" 


Plants and soil lose moisture through a 


process called evapotranspiration which 
occurs when high winds and temperatures 
combine with low humidity 


•Watts explained the rate of 
evapotranspiration is not the same for all 
plants The rate for alfalfa is much higher 
now than for corn, he said But later in the 
season the rate for corn will increase At 
Imperial on June 14, the moisture lost per 
day for com was only 23 inches as com- 
pared to the half inch for alfalfa at the 
Sandhills Ag Lab 
-The winds behind this drying effect 
topped at 640 miles of wmdrun — the 
amount of wind that passed by the North 
Platte Station on June 14, Watts said A 
normal wmdrun usually is around 190 
miles 


According to the Nebraska Crop and 


Livestock Reporting Service, topsoil 


moisture supplies in the state are 
short and 7% adequate Subsoil moisture 
supplies are now 82% short and 19% 
adequate A year ago, topsoil was 8% short 
and subsoil 35% short 


Wheat has been badly deteriorated by 


winds, according to Gail Wicks, Extension 
weed specialist at the North Platte Station 


"Wheat is turning grey or white, and in 


some areas the heads are not filling in with 
gram," he said 


Wicks said he sees no hope for fields that 


already have turned white and predicts less 
yield and small kernels Alfalfa also is suf- 
fering, he said 


"It s alarming how badly wheat is 


deteriorating, and the extended forecast 
calls for more wind and high 
temperatures," he said 


Wicks said dryland corn and sorghum is 


in better condition but will need rain badly 
in two or three weeks 


'Corn cannot anchor its roots in dry soil, 


therefore the plant cannot support itself," 
Wicks said 


Farmers with corn in this condition 


should cultivate or use other tillage 
operations as soon as possible to help 
provide necessary support for the stalk, ac- 
cording to the agricultural specialists 


In addition to deteriorating crop con- 


ditions, the seating winds have made 
Sandhills pastures resemble those of 
September, according to Dr Mike Femll, 
chairman of the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln Department of Forestry 


' We are entering the fall fire season in 


June." he said "Even if the Sandhills 
reteive rain, pastures would still contain 
high amounts of flash fuel gr.au which 
already has cured " 


In eastern Nebraka, fields which normal- 


ly are not in danger of burning until late in 
the season already are at that point," he 
said 


About the only thing farmers can do to 


guard against fires is to plow fire breaks 
around fields and pastures, he said And if 
conditions are bad enough, he might con- 
sider plowing "criss-cross" through his 
field although this can cause wind erosion, 
he added 


'And by all means keep cars with 


catalytic converters out of fields and 
pastures," he said "The converters heat 
up enough to ignite grass ' 


Conditions in the Scottsbluff area are 


somewhat more promising, according to 
Lloyd Andersen, associate district director 
of the Panhandle Station 


' We have conflicting wishes in our area 


in that dryland farmers need and want rain 
badly, but irrigation valley farmers, who 
are not hurting for ram, don't want to nsk 
the hail that often accompanies rain 
he 


said 


Crops in the imgated valleys, including 


corn, sugar beets and field beans, are doing 
well he said, having survived wind 
damage • 


Wheat farmers in some areas were wiped 


out by the winds however, although this is 
not widespread The wheat crop looks 
good, and a good rain would produce a fine 
crop he said 


Smith Speaks For Moratorium 
On Closing Small Post Offices 


"WASHINGTON (AP)-Rep 
.Vifginia Smith, R-Neb, was 
among favoring speakers Tues- 
day shortly before the House ap- 
proved legislation calling for a 
tine-year moratorium on the 
closing of small post offices 


The House voted 399 to 14 in 


favor of the moratorium 


Mrs Smith called on the 


House to approve the resolution 
because "the adverse impact of 
the proposed closures on rural 
areas cannot be overstated ' 


"••-She accused the Postal Serv 
Ice of ignoring the needs of 
America's rural areas 


', "B> recommending all but 
.Wholesale closures of rural 
post offices, the Postal Serviceas 


doing exactly what it claims 
private mail earners would do if 
we allowed them to handle first 
class mail," Mrs Smith said 


"They are skimming off the 
cream and leaving the rural 
areas without adequate service " 


She added that "the current 


policy really establishes two 
classes of citizenship — rural 
and urban — in the distribution 
of mail service And of course, 
we all know that such a policy is 
unfair and contrary to law " 


Mrs Smith challenged Postal 


Service suggestions that sub- 
stantial savings could result 
from closing small postof&ces 


"The General Accounting Of- 


fice, in a study last fall, con- 
cluded that if 12,000 rural post 
offices were closed, the result- 
ing savings would be $100 mil- 
lion each year," Mrs Smith said 


"But that would do little, if 
anything, to reduce the $15 
billion Postal Service deficit for 
this year alone Clearly, more 
effective methods of dealing 
with the shaky financial position 
the Postal Service finds itself in 
are needed " 


Mrs Smith added "I am 


hopeful that enactment of a 
moratorium on postal closings 
will create a climate in which a 
search for those alternatives can 
be made '

"You’re fastidious, I can see 
that,” he began, easing his cab 
through the thick midtown traf­ 
fic. "Well-groomed fingernails, 
but not three-inch spikes, 
either ’ 
As Mrs, Hoermg. a textile mill 
representative from Montreal in 
a beige suit, stared with 
astonishment and amusement, 
the balding, fast-talking cabbie 
proceeded with his analysis of 
her character. 
"Your open-handed gesture 
indicates an honest personality 
like, sure, this is me.' ” Korman 
said, aping her spread-hands 
movement. 
Hmmm, good vein structure. 
Very expressive hands. Prober s 
fingers Even the way you’re 


holding your glasses conveys 
thought, pensiveness, concentra­ 
tion. The left hand is the one 
you're born with. The right hand 
is what you make your life With 
left-handed people this is 
reversed ” 


Then Korm an pulled a 
Polaroid camera from his seat, 
turned around and, with his 
passenger's permission, snapped 
a photograph of her hands. He 
would add it, he explained, to his 
collection of thousands of 
pictures of hands that he uses to 
make drawings of hands. 


"I've always been interested 
in hands,” said Korman, a 
smooth-faced 48-year-old former 
com m ercial 
artist 
from 
Brooklyn who turned to hacking 
"when things got slow” in 1952 
and who soon found he could 
combine vocations. 


"Hands make perfect portraits 
— you are the only one with your 
hands," he said. Inspired par­ 
tic u la rly , 
he 
said , 
by 


Michelangelo's creation of the 
Adam scene in the Sistine 
Chapel and Albrecht Durer's 
praying hands, he made an in­ 
tensive study of the hand, even 
to the point of taking a two-year 
course in palmistry taught by an 
expert from India. 
“ Driving a cab gives me all the 
hands I could want,” he said, 
displaying photographs and 
drawings of the hands of some of 
the dozens of celebrities who 
have hailed his cab over the 
years 
The list, he said, includes 
Princess Grace, Franklin D 
Roosevelt Jr., John V. Lindsay, 
Joan Bennett, Zsa Zsa Gabor, 
Debbie Reynolds. Jill St. John, 
Kyle Rote. David Merrick, Mitch 
M iller, Charles Aznavour, 
Arthur 
Rubinstein, 
Jack 
Dempsey, Rhonda Fleming, 
Franchot Tone, Jason Robards, 
Robert Morse, Paul Anka, 
Anthony Perkins and Arthur 
Murray. 
Of course, it didn't all start off 


that grandly; one of his first 
commissions was to immortalize 
the hands of Norman Goldman 
of the Bronx, who installed the 
air-conditioning in Korman's 
cab. 
" I did his hand holding a 
tool,” recalled Korman. 
In 1982. he was engaged to 
draw the hands of the New York 
Yankees baseball players, a feat 
that added to his growing 
reputation and won him mention 
in the press as w ell as 
appearances on radio, television 
and talk shows. That same year, 
he was cited for honesty for 
returning $4,000 cash left in his 
cab by a Frenchwoman She 
paid him a $200 reward. 
While lecturing periodically on 
the expressive and symbolic 
nature of hands and related 
topics, and earning money 
drawing in off-hours at home in 
Brooklyn, Norman continues to 
spend his days driving the city in 
his own cab, keeping an eye out 
for hands.

This Is The La s t Nois y Fourth Of July 
Washington (U PI) — The Con­ 
sumer Product Safety commis­ 
sion has ordered a ban on all 
firecrackers larger than the 
"ladyfinger ’ size, leaving this 
Fourth of July the last noisy one 
except for commercial displays. 
The commission cast aside 
objections both from Oriental 
religious groups — who wanted 
no ban at all — and from safety 
groups who wanted a total ban m 
place before Independence Day 


The principal v ictim of the ban 
— which will go into effect next 
December — are the one-and- 
one-half -inc h 
C hinese 
firecrackers of the type which 
come strung together 
The order specifies that no 
firecracker may contain more 
than 50 milligrams of powder 
The 
one-and-one-half-inchers 
generally contain about 130 
milligrams, or two grains, of 
powder, the upper limit under 


current regulations. Larger 
devices such as cherry bombs 
and M80s have been illegal for 
some time 
The order also imposes new 
safety requirements involving 
construction and labeling on 
fireworks for personal use. The 
printed warnings will advise 
users of flammabibty and other 
potential hazards with such 
devices as Roman candles, foun­ 
tains and pinwheels.

Fa s hion Shoe s 
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Doctors,Teachers Not Communicating

For the most part, physicians and health 


education teachers agree on what things the 
public should know about health care, according 
to a recent survey. 


But a University of Nebraska-Lincoln 


research team recently discovered that the two 
Nebraska groups most concerned about health 
care are not communicating their ideas to each 
. other. 


Or. Ian M. Newman, of the Nebraska Center 


for Health Education (NCHE), said the purpose 
of the study was to determine what physicians 
and teachers considered important for health 
education programs. 


"If there were no common agreement 


between the two groups," he said, "we felt we 
ought ot know, since we train teachers to teach 
health." 


While the survey showed that teachers and 


physicians agree on the major health issues, New- 
man said, "there needs to be more dialogue 
between the two about teaching health education 
in the schools. Health^educators should seek the 
help of their local medical societies." 


However, he pointed out, there is a hesitancy 


by teachers in seeking the expertise of local 
physicians. 


The cause is two-fold, he said. 
"First, physicians are very busy," he 


explained. "Second, the average teacher doesn't 
feel he can go to physicians or local medical 
societies for help, which is a reflection of our 
whole society. 


"The physician is considered a very impor- 


tant part of our society, but we hate to even seek 
him out for medical reasons, because he is so 
busy." 


And in spite of the fact that health educators 


may not "feel competent enough to approach 


physicians on subjects relating to health care," 
Newman said, "there should be a joint effort by 
the teachers and the medical profession" when it 
comes to health education. 


"Those in the medical profession ought to be 


interested in what is being taught in schools," he 
said. "Health education by its very name implies 
input from both physicians and educators. 
' 


"Surely, the education in schools should ad- 


dress the health problems of the community, and 
who knows more about the health problems of 
the community than the local physicians?" 


If informed about a specific health education 


class and asked to participate in the program, 
Newman said, "I think, in general, doctors would 
assist from their side." 


Explaining the survey itself, Newman said 


the research team "developed a list of areas con- 
sidered important enough for the public to know 
something about." 


Then nearly 300 randomly selected teachers 


and physicians were asked to rate the areas 
according to their importance. 


Interpreting the survey results, Newman said, 


overall the respondants agreed on items of priori- 
ty, but not necessarily their order of importance. 


For example, knowing where to get emergen- 


cy medical aid and knowing the difference 
between legitimate and illegitimate medical prac- 
titioners shared the number one ranking among 
physicians. 


Teachers rated those areas first and second, 


respectively, in importance. 


(Newman defined legitimate and illegitimate 


medical practitioners as being persons having 
doctor of medicine degrees and those who do not, 
such as a physician and a chiropractor or an 
ophthalmologist and an optician. 


("This is not to imply that a chiropractor or 


an optician are not legitimate (valid) health prac- 
titioners," he said. But he added that people 


should know the difference between the two, ac- 
cording to survey results.) 


Why physicians named knowledge of vaccina- 


tion schedules third in importance, teachers 
ranked this area of concern eighth on the list. To 
third place, teachers named "actions to be taken 
if medical aid is thought to be inadequate or 
harmful." The latter was ranked tenth in impor- 
tance on the physicians' list. 


Of the 26 possible selections, other primary 


areas of importance showing a dose agreement 
between the two included knowing: ways of 
selecting physicians; sources of psychiatric aid; 
how to evaluate medical advertising; what in- 
patient and outpatient services are available in a 
community; and the availability of free medical 
services. 


Disagreement on areas of importance, New- 


man said, focused on the economic aspect of 
health care. 


"Physicians tended to think health insurance 


and other economic factors (relating to the 
patient) were more important than did the 
teachers." Having knowledge about the different 
types of health insurance policies and their 
benefits was ranked fourth by the physicians and 
fifteenth by the teachers! 


But, "teachers felt it was more important for 


the public to know about physicians' fee struc- 
tures for services," Newman said. This potential 
area of emphasis was rated thirteenth by the 
teachers, but nineteenth by the physicians. 


Also helping with the study were Dr. Samuel 


L Fuenning, NCHE director; Dr. Gary L. Martin, 
NCHE assistant professor, and T. Demetri 
Vacalis, a former UNL health education graduate 
. student, now at the University of Texas at Austin.

You now lead a ;low 
spade to the ace, but what you 
do next 
doesn't 
matter, 


because, as the cards lie, you 


must eventually go down at 
least one. 


If you try to establish the 


hearts, you find yourself short 
one entry to dummy to cash 
them. If you go after spades 
instead, you find you can't score 
more than two tricks in that 
suit; and 
if you go after 


diamonds, you run into the 
same dead end. Yet the fact is 
that the contract is ice-cold 
from the start — and it doesn't 
matter how the opposing cards 
are divided.

With 
left-handed people this is 
reversed." 


Then Korman pulled a 


Polaroid camera from his seat, 
turned around and, with his 
passenger's permission, snapped 
a photograph of her hands. He 
would add it, he explained, to his 
collection of thousands of 
pictures of hands that he uses to 
make drawings of hands. 


"I've always been interested 


in hands," said Korman, a 
smooth-faced 48-year-old former 
commercial artist from 
Brooklyn who turned to hacking 
"when things got slow" in 1952 
and who soon found he could 
combine vocations. 


"Hands make perfect portraits 


—you are the only one with your 
hands," he said. Inspired par- 
ticularly, he said, by 


Michelangelo's creation of the 
Adam scene in the Sistine 
Chapel and Albrecht Durer's 
praying hands, he made an in- 
tensive study of the hand, even 
to the point of taking a two-year 
course in palmistry taught by an 
expert from India. 


"Driving a cab gives me all the 


hands I could want," he said, 
displaying photographs and 
drawings of the hands of some of 
the dozens of celebrities who 
have hailed his cab over the 
years. 


The list, he said, includes 


Princess Grace, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr., John V. Lindsay, 
Joan Bennett, Zsa Zsa Gabor, 
Debbie Reynolds, Jill St, John, 
Kyle Rote, David Merrick, Mitch 
Miller, Charles Aznavour, 
Arthur Rubinstein, Jack 
Dempsey, Rhonda Fleming, 
Franchot Tone, Jason Robards, 
Robert Morse, Paul Anka, 
Anthony Perkins and Arthur 
Murray. 


Of course, it didn't all start off 


that grandly; one of his first 
commissions was to immortalize 
the hands of Norman Goldman 
of the Bronx, who installed the 
air-conditioning in Korman's 
cab. 


"I did his hand holding a 


tool," recalled Korman. 


In 1962, he was engaged to 


draw the hands of the New York 
Yankees baseball players, a feat 
that added to his growing 
reputation and won him mention 
in the press as well as 
appearances on radio, television 
and talk shows. That same year, 
he was cited for honesty for 
returning $4,000 cash left in his 
cab by a Frenchwoman. She 
paid him a $200 reward. 


While lecturing periodically on 


the expressive and symbolic 
nature of hands and related 
topics, and earning money 
drawing in off-hours at home in 
Brooklyn, Norman continues to 
spend his days driving the city in 
his own cab, keeping an eye out 
for hands. 


This Is The Last Noisy Fourth Of July 


Washington (UPI) — The Con- 


sumer Product Safety commis- 
sion has ordered a ban on all 
firecrackers larger than the 
"ladyfinger" size, leaving this 
Fourth of July the last noisy one 
except for commercial displays. 


The commission cast aside 


objections both from Oriental 
religious groups — who wanted 
no ban at all — and from safety 
groups who wanted a total ban in 
place before Independence Day. 


The principal victim of the ban 


— which will go into effect next 
December — are the one-and- 
one-half-inch 
Chinese 


firecrackers of the type which 
come strung together. 


The order specifies that no 


firecracker may contain more 
than 30 milligrams of powder. 
The one-and-one-half-inchers 
generally contain about 130 
milligrams, or two grains, of 
powder, the upper limit under 


current regulations. Larger 
devices such as cherry bombs 
and M80s have been illegal for 
some time. 


The order also imposes new 


safety requirements involving 
construction and labeling on 
fireworks for personal use. The 
printed warnings will advise 
users of flammability and other 
potential hazards with such 
devices as Roman candles, foun- 
tains and pinwheels.

Top University Regents Agenda

The University of Nebraska 
Regents Saturday will consider 
possible increases in health in­ 
surance, the university hospital 
and clinic room rates and law 
and dentistry tuition 
The board w ill meet in 
executive session at 8 a m. in 
Regents Hall, 3835 Holdrege, 
followed by a public session at 
9:30 a m At 6 p m Friday the 
board w ill meet with the 
legislature's subcommittee on 
higher education coordination. 


Premium rates on health in­ 
surance are scheduled to in­ 
crease. but the board was told 
rates on life insurance with 
Security Mutual Life Insurance 
Co 
w ill remain the same 
through 1979 
An overall in­ 
crease of 19'; for both Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield plans and an 
increase in the university health 
insurance contribution from $15 
to $20 a month are scheduled. 
Rate increases of 15 4% for 
the university hospital and clinic 


will take effect July 1 if ap­ 
proved by the regents. The in­ 
crease would be the second since 
Jan 1, when charges went up 
6 8%. 


The rate for private rooms 
would go from $84 to $90 a day, 
and semiprivate room rates from 
$71 to 
$84 daily About $422,700 
added incom e would be 
generated from the new rates 
H ospital adm inistrator 
Douglas Peters said, “ The price 
increase would put the hospital 
at or near the top of the range of 
hospital charges" in Omaha. 
The increase is needed to meet 
rising costs of supplies, in­ 
surance and personnel, Peters 
said. "Our services are more 
comprehensive than most area 
hospitals," he said 
The board also will consider 
increasing tutition for law 
students from $537 annually for 
residents to $617, and from $1,- 
615 annually for nonresidents to 
$1,695. Possible dentistry tuition 
increases are from $900 annually 


G.l. Schools To Receive 
A Large Budget Increase 


Grand Island (UPI) — The 
Grand Island Board of Educa­ 
tion has approved an $8 25 
million budget for the 1976-77 
school year, $826,000 more than 
last year’s budget. 


School Superintendent Clif­

Fashion Shoes 
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84ib Street Plans Called 'Suicide Setup' 
Wells and Frost 


By GORDON WINTERS 
Star Staff Writer 
City-county planners have created a 
“ suicide setup” in approving plans for 
an east Lincoln subdivision with two 
streets emptying on 84th St., according 
to County Engineer M arvin 
Nuernberger. 
Construction of the two streets will 
create two instant sites for smashups, 
Nuernberger said, because planners 
located the two streets in valleys, out of 
sight of motorists driving from both 
directions. 
In addition Nuernberger said, the two 
streets will hurt long-range plans to use 
84th as a major traffic carria-. 
The more entrances to a major road, 


the more the traffic flow is interrupted 
and the slower traffic moves, he said. 
Nuernberger said he had tried to talk 
staffers in the City-County Planning 
Dept, out of the proposal, “ but my 
voice goes unanswered.” 
, 
‘Too late’ 
He said the planners summarily dis­ 
missed his advice with the reply that he 
was too late. But Nuernberger said no 
work has begun on the proposed 
development. 


“Are we just going to shut air eyes 
and let it go“’” Nua-nberger asked 
fellow street-building professionals who 
meet to advise elected officials. 
The planned Duane Larson develop- 


ment is located east of 84th St. between 
Vine and 0 Streets. More than 136 
homes are planned in the Sunrise Hills 
subdivision. 
Nuernberger said the logical place to 
have traffic from the subdivision empty 
on 84th would be at Vine, where 84th is 
level with only one road from the 
development. 
The only reason that option was 
eliminated is because planners are 
worried that it would amount to an 
extension of Vine, and be interpreted as 
expansion into the Stevens Creek area, 
which is opposed by many citizens, 
Nuernberger said. 
Won Support 
He won some support from fellow 


engineers, particularly on the issue of 
blocking any plans that would hurt the 
possibility of using 84th as a major traf­ 
fic carrier. 
City Traffic Engineer Robert 
Holsinger, alluding to a supposed 
existing policy that 84th is designated as 
a major street for possible widening, 
said if other city officials aren’t going to 
follow the poUcy “ then we ought to 
change the policy.” 
Nuernberger stated his view more 
strongly. "If this is the way we’re going 
to operate, it all becomes a joke” 
The engineer’s sentiments met with 
agreement from John DuPont of the 
Lincoln Chamber of Commerce. “ We 
better save what we’ve got,” he said. 


Less Car Use Issue Eludes Panel 
A panel of roadbuildars and planners ad 
mitted Tuesday that it does not know if it is 
possible to cut down on individual use of 
the private auto 
The question arose in woik on drawing 
up plans for street improvements through 
the year 2000 to handle predicted traffic in­ 
creases. 
Some of the alternate plans assume that 
carpooling w ill increase. Such a 
phenomena would make it possible for the 
city to undertake a less ambitious plan, 
because traffic would be less. 
But the panel, known as the technical 
committee, concluded that “based on the 
experience of other citites in the Midwest, 
no methods have been fourul to effectively 
increase carpooUng,” 
The question had been posed by Mayor 
Helen Boosalis, County Board Chairman 
Bruce Hamilton and State Roads Engineer 


Tom Doyle. 
Some people, most notably the Lincoln 
Chamber of Commerce, have consistently 
resisted any attempt to base a street im­ 
provement plan that assumes a rise in car- 
pooling. 
Another critic. County Engineer Marvin 
Nuernberger, said the pessimistic r ^ r t on 
carpooling showed that some of the street 
improvement plans are “reaching into the 
wild blue yonder." 
If carpooUng goals are not reached, 
Nuernberger said, any transportation plan 
based on those plans are likely to fail. 
According to local statistics, every time 
a car moves in Lincoln 1.24 people are 
riding in it. Some of the street plans 
assume that figure wiU rise to 1.75 by 2000. 
The panel also noted that there are a 
number of events that could effect the use 
of the auto that are beyond the control of 


local officials. 


“If the Arabs shut off the oil and we 
don’t get another drop by the year 2000 to 
1.75 (auto occupancy) will be a moot 
que.stion,” said Wayne Stansel of the State 
Office of Planning and Programming. 
At another point however, Nuernberger 
countered that the possibiUty of gasoline 
substitutes makes it difficult to know 
whether petroleum shortages wiU lead to 
the demise of the private auto. 
The technical committee, in forwarding 
its report on carpooUng, tacked on another 
recommendation to Boosalis, Doyle and 
Hamilton. 
The committee said that because it may 
be impossible to reach the 1.75 auto oc­ 
cupancy rate, officials should make sure 
that steps are taken in fringe areas to in­ 
sure that future major roadways can be 
built without major swial cost.

Ambulances operating in the 
state after July 1 apparaitly wiU 
be in technical violation (rf the 
law because of a delay in writing 
regulations to certify am­ 
bulances. 
Paul Haith. an official in the 
Emergency Medical Services 
Division of the Department of 
Health, said the regulations 
probably would not be com­ 
pleted until October. 
Delays in drafting regulations 
are not uncommon among 
government ageaies. 
A 1975 state law says am­ 
bulances are not to be operated 


after July 1,1976 unless they are 
licensed by the Health Depart­ 
ment 
However, Haith said, “ We 
ain’t trying to put nobody out d 
business.” 
The ambulance certification 
law was passed by the legislature 
in response to pressure from the 
federal government, 
Haith said a study shows that 
during the first year of the 
program, when ambulance 
attendant training was con­ 
ducted on a voluntary basis, 55 
Nebraskans were saved because 
of the pri^ ram.

Dear Dr. T hosteson: 
My 
daug hter, 13*a, is beg g ing me for 
pierced ears. Now, 1 realize the 
current sty le and fad demands 
this, but I don’t think she should 
be branded for life. I hear that 
all the g irls have them. 
I’m old-fashioned, but I don't 
want her following the crowd 
now only to be sorry later. 


She came home from school 
last y ear and said the g irls told 
her, *‘H vou fig ht with y our 
parents long enoug h they 'll g ive 
in.’ Thai did it I was even more 
agaiast it. My husband say s to let 
her have them to keep her quiet. 


I saw about 10 medical reasons 
why pierced ears are not 
recommended for certain peo­ 
ple. Can y ou help me convince 
her she’s wrong ’’ — Mrs. H. S. 


Are y ou sure y ou're not 
overreacting in this matter? 
If y ou know of 10 g ood 
medical reasons why pierced 
ears are harmful, y ou don't need 
help from me. I only know of 
two or three — possible keloid 
(scar tissue) formation, allerg ic 
reaction, and infection if the 
piercing is not done in a sanitary 
manner.

My 
children are not big eaters, and 
are slim. 
Is it true that the more iron 
y ou take, the less y ou absorb? 
C an taking iron every day for 
y ears cause a liver disease 
similar to siderosis? 
Also, does a person have 
anemia when he has less than 13 
g rams of iron? — Mrs. E. L. 


I r on 
s uppl e m e n t 
is 
recommended for very y oung 
children because their diet, 
chiefly milk and cereal, has a 
low iron content. I discussed this 
subject in a recent column in 


response to a similar question. 
But it deserves some amplifica­ 
tion. 
When children g et older and 
eat more solids - meat, eg g s, 
and veg etables - iron intake 
usually becomes adequate. Iron 
is utilized by the body as needed, 
but excess amounts are stored 
and not readily eliminated The 
supplement y ou mention mig ht 
be appropriate for an adult, but 
could be unwise for a child un­ 
less, of course, anemia is pre­ 
sent. 
Otherwise, y our slim children, 
who y ou say are not big eaters, 
are probably g etting all the iron 
they need A form of anemia is 


present when the hemog lobin 
count is less than 10 or 11 g rams. 
Iron is often added to many 
staple foods we eat, such as 
cereals and bread. It is present 
naturally in other foods — meat, 
eg g *;, fruits, veg etables. 


Traditionally , iron supplement 
is indicated when there is blood 
l os s 
( f r om 
bl e e di n g 
hemorrhoids, for ex ample). 


As to y our question — is it safe 
to use a vitamin preparation 
with iron0 It is probably not 
harmful when g iven per instruc- 
tons on the label. But it is un­ 
necessary if the children are 
eating reasonably well.

Corns on the outside of the toes 
consist of horny lay ers of skin 
that are dry .

WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 
— Arthur Ashe, defending Wim- 
blalon tennis champion, had 
another tough workout Tuesday 
before movuig uneasily into the 
third round. 
Ashe took three hours to over­ 
come Allan Stone of Australia 7- 
5, 8-9 , 9 -7, 7-5. He made many 
uncertain strokes along the way. 
By contrast, Ashe*s main ri­ 
vals for the title—Jimmy Con­ 
nors, Uie Nastase and Bjom 
Borg—all won in straight sets 
and looked m top form, fuU of 
confidence. 
The grounds of the AU-Ei^- 
land club basked in a heat wave 
and nearly 28,000 spectators 
jostled to see the tennis. Ashe 
played on No. 3 court, where 
there are seats for 1,000 people, 
but hundreds more jammed the 
paths beside the court. It was 
impossible to get near the court 
while the Ashe-Stone duel was 
on. 
Ashe, 32, of Miami, has start­ 
ed defense of his title the hard 
way. In the first round Monday 
he struggled to beat 19 -year-old 
Ferdi Taygan of Framingham, 
.Mass., in three long and ck» e 
sets, and he found things even 
more difficult against Stone. 
Ashe served five double 
faults in the match, compared 
with 10 agaiiBt Taygan. But his 
double faults came at the worst 
times One of them cost him the 
second set, for he netted both 
serves on set pomt and then 
went on to lose on a tiebreaker. 
At other tim« Ashe showed 
flashes of championship form—

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Insurance, Hospital Rate Hikes 
Top University Regents Agenda

The University of Nebraska 


Regents Saturday will consider 
possible increases in health in- 
surance, the university hospital 
and clinic room rates and law 
and dentistry tuition. 


The board will meet in 


executive session at 8 am. in 
Regents Hall, 3835 Holdrege, 
followed by a public session at 
9:30 a.m At 6 p m. Friday the 
board will meet with the 
legislature's subcommittee on 
higher education coordination. 


Premium rates on health in- 


surance are scheduled to in- 
crease, but the board was told 
rates on life insurance with 
Security Mutual Life Insurance 
Co will remain the same 
through 1979. An overall in- 
crease of 19% for both Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield plans and an 
increase in the university health 
insurance contribution from 115 
to $20 a month are scheduled. 


Rate increases of 15.4% for 


the university hospital and clinic 


will take effect July 1 if ap- 
proved by the regents. The in- 
crease would be the second since 
Jan 1, when charges went up 
6.8%. 


The rate for private rooms 


would go from 184 to ISO a day, 
and semiprivate room rates from 
$71 to $84 daily. About 1422,700 
added income would be 
generated from the new rates. 


Hospital administrator 


Douglas Peters said, "The price 
increase would put the hospital 
at or near the top of the range of 
hospital charges" in Omaha. 


The increase is needed to meet 


rising costs of supplies, in- 
surance and personnel, Peters 
said. "Our services are more 
comprehensive than most area 
hospitals," he said. 


The board also will consider 


increasing tutition for law 
students from $537 annually for 
residents to $617, and from $1,- 
615 annually for nonresidents to 
$1,695. Possible dentistry tuition 
increases are from $900 annually 


for residents to $1,100, and from 
$2,000 annually for nonresidents 
to $2,440.

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84th Street Plans Called 'Suicide Setup1 


By GORDON WINTERS 


Stir Stiff Writer 


City-county planners have created a 


"suicide setup" in approving plans for 
an east Lincoln subdivision with two 
streets emptying on 84th St, according 
to County Engineer Marvin 
Nuernberger. 


Construction of the two streets will 


create two instant sites for smashups, 
Nuernberger said, because planners 
located the two streets in valleys, out of 
sight of motorists driving from both 
directions. 


In addition Nuernberger said, the two 


streets will hurt long-range plans to use 
84th as a major traffic carrier. 


The more entrances to a major road, 


the more the traffic flow is interrupted 
and the slower traffic movei, be Mid. 


Nuernberger said he had tried to talk 


staffers in the City-County Planning 
Dept. out of the proposal, "but my 
voice goes unanswered." 
. 


TooUte' 


He said the planners summarily dis- 


missed his advice with the reply that he 
was too late. But Nuernberger said no 
work has begun on the proposed 
development. 


"Are we just going to shut our eyes 


and let it go?" Nuernberger asked 
fellow street-building professionals who 
meet to advise elected officials. 


The planned Duane Larson develop- 


ment is located east of 84th St. between 
Vine and 0 Streets. More than 136 
homes are planned in the Sunrise Hills 
subdivision. 


Nuernberger said the logical place to 


have traffic from the subdivision empty 
on 84th would be at Vine, where 84th is 
level with only one road from the 
development. 


The only reason that option was 


eliminated is because planners are 
worried that it would amount to an 
extension of Vine, and be interpreted as 
expansion into the Stevens Creek area, 
which is opposed by many citizens, 
Nuernberger said. 


Won Support 


He won some support from fellow 


engineers, particularly on the issue of 
blocking any plans that would hurt the 
possibility of using 84th as a major traf- 
fic carrier. 


City Traffic Engineer Robert 


Holsinger, alluding to a supposed 
existing policy that 84th is designated as 
a major street for possible widening, 
said if other city officials aren't going to 
follow the policy "then we ought to 
change the policy." 


Nuernberger stated his view more 


strongly. "If this is the way we're going 
to operate, it all becomes a joke." 


The engineer's sentiments met with 


agreement from John DuPont of the 
Lincoln Chamber of Commerce. "We 
better save what we've got," he said. 


Less Car Use Issue Eludes Panel 


A panel of roadbuilders and planners ad 


mitted Tuesday that it does not know if it is 
possible to cut down on individual use of 
the private auto. 


The question arose in work on drawing 


up plans for street improvements through 
the year 2000 to handle predicted traffic in- 
creases. 


Some of the alternate plans assume that 


carpooling will increase. Such a 
phenomena would make it possible for the 
city to undertake a less ambitious plan, 
because traffic would be less. 


But the panel, known as the technical 


committee, concluded that "based on the 
experience of other citites in the Midwest, 
no methods have been found to effectively 
increase carpooling." 


The question had-been posed by Mayor 


Helen Boosalis, County Board Chairman 
Bruce Hamilton and State Roads Engineer 


Tom Doyle. 


Some people, most notably the Lincoln 


Chamber of Commerce, have consistently 
resisted any attempt to base a street im- 
provement plan that assumes a rise in car- 
pooling. 


Another critic, County Engineer Marvin 


Nuernbergsr, said the pessimistic report on 
carpooling showed that some of the street 
improvement plans are "reaching into the 
wild blue yonder." 


If carpooling goals are not reached, 


Nuernberger said, any transportation plan 
based on those plans are likely to fail. 


According to local statistics, every time 


a car moves in Lincoln 1.24 people are 
riding in it. Some of the street plans 
assume that figure will rise to 1.75 by 2000. 


The panel also noted that mere are a 


number of events that could effect the use 
of the auto that are beyond the control of 


local officials. 


"If the Arabs shut off the oil and we 


don't get another drop by the year 2000 to 
1.75 (auto occupancy) will be a moot 
question," said Wayne Stansel of the State 
Office of Planning and Programming. 


At another point however, Nuernberger 


countered that the possibility of gasoline 
substitutes makes it difficult to know 
whether petroleum shortages will lead to 
the demise of the private auto. 


The technical committee, in forwarding 


its report on carpooling, tacked on another 
recommendation to Boosalis, Doyle and 
Hamilton. 


The committee said that because it may 


be impossible to reach the 1.75 auto oc- 
cupancy rate, officials should make sure 
that steps are taken in fringe areas to in- 
sure that future major roadways can be 
built without major social cost. 


Thompson 
Enters Plea

Lancaster District Court

Thompson is accused of first 


degree murder for killing 
Thomas E. Smith, Jr., 26, 
following an argument between 
the two men at 1817 N. 30th St. 


The two men were good 


friends, according to testimony 
given during the preliminary 
hearing last month. Smith died 
of a wound from a .22 caliber ri- 
fle. 


Ambulance Certification 
Delayed Until October 


Ambulances operating in the 


state after July 1 apparently will 
be in technical violation of the 
law because of a delay in writing 
regulations to certify am- 
bulances. 


Paul Haith, an official in the 


Emergency Medical Services 
Division of the Department of 
Health, said the regulations 
probably would not be com- 
pleted until October. 


Delays in drafting regulations 


are not uncommon among 
government agencies. 


A 1975 state law says am- 


bulances are not to be operated 


after July 1,1976 unless they are 
licensed by the Health Depart- 
ment. 


However, Haith said, "We 


ain't trying to put nobody out of 
business." 


The ambulance certification 


law was passed by the legislature 
in response to pressure from the 
federal government 


Haith said a study shows that 


during the first year of the 
program, when ambulance 
attendant training was con- 
ducted on a voluntary basis, 55 
Nebraskans were saved because 
of the program.

. Eugene, Ore. - Over at 
Hayward Field Monday mor­ 
ning, the 200-meter sprint 
preliminaries in the U.S. Olym­ 
pic trials had begun while Steve 
W illiam s, A m e ric a's b e st 
sprinter, sat on his bed in his 
cluttered dormitory far away 
from the noise and the cheers. 
"If I was going to dream up 
stuff, I never could have 
dreamed this would happen," he 
said, and there was moisture in 
his eyes “That’s why I’m having 
trouble bouncing back, that's 
why I'm so ill-prepared. You’re 
the first guy I’ve talked with. 
You know, what I mean0 I’m 
just talking off the top of my 
head. Don’t make it sound too 
bad." 
There’s heartbreak in Room 
201. Williams, 22, a tall, thin lad 
with a small moustache and a 
m odern Afro h aircut, has 
prepared four years to run in the 
Olympic games. Five times he 
has equalled the world record of 
9 9 in the 100 meters. Nobody 
has ever run as fast as con­ 
sistently He was undefeated this 
y e ar. And now suddenly , 
dramatically, he is out of the 
Olympic games. On Saturday, 
the day he needed to run just a 
routine qualifying 
100-meter 
race, he suffered a hamstring 
pull Monday he lost virtually his 
last chance for Montreal by 
scratching-from the 200-meters, 
"You can’t even begin to know 
how I feel," he said, "I’ve run 
those races in my mind a million 
times. I’m talking about the 
games. I hadn’t even considered 
the trials Man. I was just com­ 
ing here to cruise. 


"In Montreal, I could see it. I 
was looking for a masterpiece. I 
had seen something that was im­ 
portant enough for me to put out 
from start to finish. In the past 
I'd just been satisfied with win­ 
ning You know what I mean0 I 
just hadn’t been able to get my 
mind free enough to go crazy 
and run from start to finish. 


"But in the Olympics, I saw 
the running, the actual racing, 
with the colors on. I mean. I saw 
the running from the eye of a lit­ 
tle kid who had watched the 
thing for years on television The 
games meant so much to me, I 
know tor sure that just being 
there would have triggered that 
type of all-out reaction." 


So now it’s over, the chance 
for a couple of gold medals and 
the chance for the 100-meter 
record that Williams thought he 
would have set in the games, a 
record that would have popped 
everybody's eyes out. He had 
said that he was planning to ac­ 
com plish th e alm ost un­ 
believable, something in running 
lik e Bob B eam on did in 
jumping 


The doctors and chiropractors, 
some of whom were rushed to 
Eugene specifically to work on 
Williams, labored for two days 
without the needed success. 
When Williams scratched from

the 200 meters Monday he said 
he was 75 per cent better than he 
had been, but not well enough to 
run. In his dorm room while he 
talked, his mood switched from 
sadness to bitterness to resent­ 
ment, 
"I don’t want to knock the 
system,” he said at one point. 
“ But I tell you what, whoever 
gets that gold medal had better 
hide it, because I’ll be there 
waiting for him." 
Then he softened again. " I’m 
not going to die over it, because I 
know the Lord didn’t mean for 
me to die over it. It's no longer 
up to me. The relay spot is open. 
1 don’t want to take anybody’s 
place. But if they let me run in 
the relay, out of the blue, they’ll 
just see the best damned relay 
leg ever run." 


Williams twisted on his bed. 
His mind was spinning back and 
forth. 
"F our years ago, before 
Munich, I had another muscle 
pull just before the trials," he 
said. "I was 18 then. I was very 
much a long shot then. I still had 
the third best 200 in the world, 
but I really didn’t deserve to go. 
But I could have gotten lucky, 
you know what I mean? This 
year it’s different. It’s just so sad 
because of all the things I can 
do, and have done, to get as far 
as I have. I hadn't an injury in 
the four years until now.” 


Then Williams paused, “It’s 
going to hurt me to watch the 
Games. If I can't run, I’ll be hurt 
but I'm still going to keep on 
running. 1 enjoy running. What 
I'm going to do is to make it a 
whole different show like Dr J 
does playing basketball and All 
does fighting. I'll be that mad 
about it. I'll be that mad about it 
that whenever I compete I’ll run 
out of my mind ” 


Williams shook his head. "It 
hurt me to watch that race 
yesterday," he said "It was so 
quiet. I said to myself, ‘Wow, it's 
so quiet, how come I never 
noticed that before?* My mind 
was wandering. I don’t think I've 
ever watched a 100 before.“ 


"I sat back and looked at all 
the time I spent in preparation, 
and 1 sat back and looked at all 
the talent that I have. I'm not go- 
to-church religious, but I’m 
spiritual, you know. I believe 
there was something meant to 
come out of this whole thing. I 
don't think I was meant to have 
all the talent I have and the 
experience, and to be the 
spiritual person that I am . . . 
something is meant to come out 
of it, so I’ve got to kefp on con­ 
tinuing to find out what that is," 
Williams said. 


Then Williams was asked 
about how Harvey Glance, 
Houston McTear, and the rest of 
the U S. sprinters will do in 
M ontreal. He shrugged his 
shoulders “ I know I could do 
better," he said. 


The damn unfortunate thing 
about it all is that he undoubted­ 
ly is right.

It’s 
who touches first. That’s who 
wins. 
"Sure, East Germany has 
done a fantastic job in building 
up 
its 
women's 
swimming 
program. But I guarantee you 
it's not going to be a runaway, 
not by a long shot. We re not 
going to sit and watch the East 
Germans swim. We re going to 
be swimming right with them I 


mean right with them.” 
"I was really pleased at what I 
saw in the Olympic trials," said 
Indiana University's Jim Coun- 
silman. "I think our men have a 
c h a nc e to w in 
h a lf th e 
medals—I’m talking about gold, 
silver and bronze—at Montreal 
“Sure, we'll have some rough 
spots, but we’re in excellent 
shape I think college swimming 
has saved us as far as our Olym­ 
pic'men’s team is concerned 
"After 
Munich, 
the 
East 
Germans have got at this thing 
systematically They decided to 
go after everything in women’s 
swimming because it was on a 
lower level than men’s swim­ 
m ing. They decided th a t 
women's swimming was the 
easiest way to go and they’ve 
really encouraged and motivat­ 
ed their women They’ve spent 
quite a bit of money at it. 
"Meanwhile, there is a new 
trend among our women toward 
older girls.” 


Told that Shirley Babashoff, 
America's top female threat at 
Montreal, also wasn't conceding 
anything to the East German 
women. Nelson grinned and 
said, "She shouldn't be in­ 
timidated by anybody She’s a 
world class athlete and she's the 
fa s te s t

Dear Or. Tbosteson: My 


daughter, 13',-j, is begging me for 
pierced ears. Now, I realize the 
current style and fad demands 
this, but I don't think she should 
be branded for life. I hear that 
all the girls have them. 


I'm old-fashioned, but I don't 


want her following the crowd 
now only to be sorry later. 


She came home from school 


last year and said the girls told 
her, "If you fight with your 
parents long enough they'll give 
in." That did it. I was even more 
against it. My husband says to let 
her have them to keep her quiet. 


I saw about 10 medical reasons 


why pierced ears are not 
recommended for certain peo- 
ple. Can you help me convince 
her she's wrong? — Mrs. R. S. 


Are you sure you're not 


overreacting in this matter? 


If you know of 10 good 


medical reasons why pierced 
ears are harmful, you don't need 
help from me. I only know of 
two or three — possible keloid 
(scar tissue) formation, allergic 
reaction, and infection if the 
piercing is not done in a sanitary 
manner. 


Susceptibility to keloids can

to give my children a multiple 
vitamin with iron? This 


chewable vitamin has iron in it, 
and is for ages four to adult My 
children are not big eaters, and 
are slim. 


Is it true that the more iron 


you take, the las you absorb? 
Can taking iron every day for 
years cause a liver disease 
similar to siderosis? 


Also, does a person have 


anemia when he has less than 13 
grams of iron? — Mrs. E. L. 


Iron 
supplement 
is 


recommended for very young 
children because their diet, 
chiefly milk and cereal, has a 
low iron content. I discussed this 
subject in a recent column in 


response to a similar question. 
But it deserves some amplifica- 
tion. 


\Vhen children get older and 


eat more solids - meat, eggs, 
and vegetables — iron intake 
usually becomes adequate. Iron 
is utilized by the body as needed, 
but excess amounts are stored 
and not readily eliminated. The 
supplement you mention might 
be appropriate for an adult, but 
could be unwise for a child un- 
less, of course, anemia is pre- 
sent. 


Otherwise, your slim children, 


who you say are not big eaters, 
are probably getting all the iron 
they need. A form of anemia is 


present when the hemoglobin 
count is less than 10 or 11 grams. 


Iron is often added to many 


staple foods we eat, such as 
cereals and bread. It is present 
naturally in other foods — meat, 
eggs, fruits, vegetables. 


Traditionally, iron supplement 


is indicated when there is blood 
loss 
(from 
bleeding 


hemorrhoids, for example). 


As to your question — is it safe 


to use a vitamin preparation 
with iron? It is probably not 
harmful when given per instruc- 
tons on the label. But it is un- 
necessary if the children are 
eating reasonably well 


Hepatic siderosis is the ac-. 


cumulation of excess iron in the 
liver.

tell me what causes soft cons, 
and why I get one every 
summer?

pressure, and the cause in most 
instances is faulty footwear. 
Corns on the outside of the toes 
consist of horny layers of skin 
that are dry. Soft corns, found 
between the toes, are soft 
because of the moisture there.

PASADENA, Calif (AP) — The surface of 
Mars, where previous mechanical visitors came 
to sudden and mysterious ends, was closely 
scrutinized by Viking 1 Tuesday in preparation for 
a July 4 landing attempt. 
Hoping to avoid the fate of Soviet landers that 
went dead within seconds of touchdown, Viking 
began a 10-day safety study of its preselected 
landing area with twin cameras and other in­ 
struments. 


During Viking’s new orbit. 58 photographs were 
taken Tuesday from Viking's new orbit, where it 
was placed Monday with a stunningly accurate 
maneuver. Figures released Tuesday at Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory here showed that Viking's 
once-a-day orbit varies scarcely at all from the 
dimensions planned for it. 
Viking now circles the planet once every 24 6 
hours — the length of a day on Mars, It ap­ 
proaches to within 940 miles of the surface at one 
point and swings out to 20,255 miles above the 
surface at the other extreme point of its elliptical 
orbit 
At 1 07 p.in C1)T every day, Viking passes over 
the low-lying mouth of an ancient valley where 
the landing vehicle is to search for signs of living 
organisms. 
Cameras mounted on the Viking mothership 
take a series of pictures each time the landing site 
is beneath the spacecraft Transmitted to Earth 
and combined into a mosaic, the photos will give 
project officials an idea of what the three-legged 
lander will encounter when it detaches itself from 


the Viking orbiter and descends to the surface 
July 4 


Safety considerations aside, scientists wouid 
like to avoid setting the lander down where its 
mechanical claw would have difficulty digging up 
a scoop of soil for biological analysis. 
The decision — to be made July 1 — whether to 
go ahead with the landing at Cltfÿse, as the site is 
called, will have to be made on less than complete 
information. Nothing smaller than a football field 
will show up in the photographs, although 
geologists will be using all their skills of deduc­ 
tion to guess what surface details might look like 
Viking also aimed an infarred heat mapper at 
the surface. The instrument measures heat 
emitted and reflected by the surface in light 
waves not visible to the human eye. These 
measurements can be translated into information 
about the roughness and composition of the sur­ 
face. 
Another instrument also viewed infrared radia­ 
tion from the Martian surface, but specifically 
luoked at the amount of water vapor the radiation 
passed through Its purpose was to determine 
how much water vapor is held in the thin Martian 
atmosphere and to map its location. 
Scientists already have expressed excitement at 
the abundances of water vapor detected by the in­ 
strument as Viking approached Mars 
Some 
believe the data fit a theory that liquid water 
could exist in low-lying areas on Mars, which 
would enhance the chances that life could exist 
there.

The Olympic 
Heartbreak 
Of Williams

Wuhiagton Star Sportt Writer 
. Eugene, Ore. - Over at 
ttiyward Field Monday mor- 
ning, the 200-meter sprint 
preliminaries in the U.S. Olym- 
pic trials had begun while Steve 
Williams, America's best 
sprinter, sat on his bed in his 
cluttered dormitory far away 
from the noise and the cheers. 


"If I was going to dream up 


stuff. I never could have 
dreamed this would happen," he 
said, and there was moisture in 
his.eyes. "That's why I'm having 
trouble bouncing back, that's 
why I'm so ill-prepared. You're 
the first guy I've talked with. 
You know, what I mean? I'm 
just talking off the top of my 
head. Don't make it sound too 
bad." 


There's heartbreak in Room 


201. Williams, 22, a tall, thin lad 
with a small moustache and a 
modern Afro haircut, has 


' prepared four years to run in the 


Olympic games. Five times he 
has equalled the world record of 
9.9 in the 100 meters. Nobody 
has ever run as fast as con- 
sistently. He was undefeated this 
year. And now suddenly, 
dramatically, he is out of the 
Olympic games. On Saturday, 
the day he needed to run just a 
routine qualifying 100-meter 
race, he suffered a hamstring 
pull. Monday he lost virtually his 
last chance for Montreal by 
scratching'from the 200-meters. 


"You can't even begin to know 


how I feel," he said. "I've run 
those races in my mind a million 
times. I'm talking about the 
games. I hadn't even considered 
the trials. Man, I was just com- 
ing here to cruise. 


"In Montreal, I could see it. I 


was looking for a masterpiece. I 
had seen something that was im- 
portant enough for me to put out 
from start to finish. In the past 
I'd just been satisfied with win- 
ning. You know what I mean? I 
just hadn't been able to get my 
mind free enough to go crazy 
and run from start to finish. 


"But in the Olympics, I saw 


the running, the actual racing, 
with the colors on. I mean, I saw 
the running from the eye of a lit- 
tle kid who had watched the 
thing for years on television. The 
games meant so much to me, I 
know for sure that just being 
there would have triggered that 
type of all-out reaction." 


So now it's over, the chance 


for a couple of gold medals and 
the chance for the 10(kneter 
record that Williams thought he 
would have set in the games, a 
record that would have popped 
everybody's eyes out He had 
said that he was planning to ac- 
complish the almost un- 
believable, something in running 
like Bob Beamon did in 
jumping. 


The doctors and chiropractors, 


some of whom were rushed to 
Eugene specifically to work on 
Williams, labored for two days 
without the needed success. 
When Williams scratched from

the 200 meters Monday he said 
he was 75 per cent better than he 
had been, but not well enough to 
run. In his dorm room while he 
talked, his mood switched from 
sadness to bitterness to resent- 
ment. 
. "I don't want to knock the 
system," he said at one point. 
"But I tell you what, whoever 
gets that gold medal had better 
hide it, because I'll be there 
waiting for him." 


Then he softened again. "I'm 


not going to die over it, because I 
know the Lord didn't mean for 
me to die over it. It's no longer 
up to me. The relay spot is open. 
I don't want to take anybody's 
place. But if they let me run in 
the relay, out of the blue, they'll 
just see the best damned relay 
leg ever run." 


Williams twisted on his bed. 


His mind was spinning back and 
forth. 


"Four years ago, before 


Munich, I had another muscle 
pull just before the trials," he 
said. "I was 18 then. I was very 
much a long shot then. I still had 
the third best 200 in the world, 
but I really didn't deserve to go. 
But I could have gotten lucky, 
you-know what I mean? This 
year it's different. It's just so sad 
because of all the .things I can 
do, and have done, to get as far 
as I have. I hadn't an injury in 
the four years until now." 


Then Williams paused. "It's 


going to hurt me to watch the 
Games. If I can't run, I'll be hurt 
but I'm 'still going to keep on 
running. I enjoy running. What 
I'm going to do is to make it a 
whole different show like Dr. J 
does playing basketball and Ali 
does fighting. Til be that mad 
about it. I'll be that mad about it 
that whenever I compete I'll run 
out of my mind." 


Williams shook bis bead. "It 


hurt me to watch that race 
yesterday," he said. "It was so 
quiet. I said to myself, 'Wow, it's 
so quiet, how come I never 
noticed that before?' My mind 
was wandering. I don't mink I've 
ever watched a 100 before." 


"I sat back and looked at all 


the time I spent in preparation, 
and I sat back and looked at all 
the talent that I have. I'm not go- 
to-church religious, but I'm 
spiritual, you know. I believe 
there was something meant to 
come out of this whole thing. I 
don't think I was meant to have 
all the talent I have and the 
experience, and to be the 
spiritual person that I am ... 
something is meant to come out 
of it, so I've got to keep on con- 
tinuing to find out what mat is," 
Williams said. 


Then Williams was asked 


about how Harvey Glance, 
Houston McTear, and the rest of 
the U.S. sprinters will do in 
Montreal. He shrugged his 
shoulders. "I know I could do 
better," he said. 


The damn unfortunate thing 


about it all is that he undoubted- 
ly is right.

Palomino Gains Boxing Crown 


LONDON (UH) - Carlos Palomino 
battered 
defending champion John 


Stracey to a 12th round TKO Tuesday 
night to bring the world welterweight 
boxing title back to Mexico. 


The 25-year-old Palomino, a student at 


Long Beach State In Los Angeles, took on 
the Briton head to head and wore him 
down over 11 punishing rounds before 
British referee Sid Nathan stepped 
in 
to stop Stracey taking further 


punishment after he had been floored 
twice in the 12th. 


Stracey was defending the title for the 


second time since he won it last 
December from Jose Napoles in Mexico 
City, but his wade-in style gave Palomino 
a big target to hit and the Mexican made 
the most of it. 


In the early rounds the two slugged it 


out toe to toe on occasion but Palomino 
quickly found he was the stronger of the 
two. Stracey tried to hold Palomino off 
with his jab but it was ineffective and the' 
Briton always left Palomino too much to 
shoot at. 


Stracey managed to keep on his feet 


through a rain of fine combinations in the 


I 


16th and llth rounds but a vicious hook to 
the body sent him sprawling in the 12th. 
He got up but another left sent him 
sprawling to the canvas again. He rose at 
nine and staggered against the ropes as 
Palomino bored in to the body. 


Stracey was sagged against the ropes, 


totally beaten, when the referee stepped 
in to stop it at 1:35. 


Stracey needed to lean against a ring 


post for several minutes before the 
referee managed to cross the ring and 
raise Palomino's hand in victory. 


It was Palomino's first title challenge 


and pushed his record to 24 victories with 
- only one loss two years ago. Stracey was 


only the second "big name" boxer 
the Californian based Palomino has met, 
having fought to a 10-round draw against 
Hedgemon Lewis seven months ago. 


Stracey stopped Lewis in his first title 


defense three months ago. 


"I have worked very hard for this fight 


and it was a hell of a fight," .said 
Palomino. "I'm coming back here 
again."

U.S. Swimmers 
Eye 11 Golds 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (DPI) 


— Now that the U.S. Olympic 
swimming trials are concluded, 
what exactly are America's 
aquatic chances at Montreal? 


Based strictly on the trials of 


the world's major swimming 
nations, the United States will 
win 10 of 13 men's events in 
Canada next month but the 
American women will get only 
six total medals and just one 
gold. 


A short four years ago at the 


Munich Olympics, U.S. women 
won eight of a possible 14 gold 
medals while America's men 
were first in 10 of IS events. But 
that was before East Ger- 
many. 


"That's on paper," chal- 


lenged Jack Nelson of the Fort 
Lauderdale (Fla.) Swim Team, 
the head U.S. women's coach. 
"You don't decide gold medals 
on paper, though. You decide 
them between the blocks. It's 
who touches first That's who 
wins. 


"Sure, East Germany has 


done a fantastic job in building 
up its women's 
swimming 


program. But I guarantee you 
it's not going to be a runaway, 
not by a long shot We're not 
going to sit and watch the East 
Germans swim. We're going to 
be swimming right with them. I 


mean right with them." 


"I was really pleased at what I 


saw in the Olympic trials," said 
Indiana University's Jim Coun- 
silman. "I think our men have a 
chance to win half the 
medals—I'm talking about gold, 
silver and bronze—at Montreal. 


"Sure, we'll have some rough 


spots, but we're in excellent 
shape. I think college swimming 
has saved us as far as our Olym- 
pic men's team is concerned. 


"After Munich, the East 


Germans have got at this thing 
systematically. They decided to 
go after everything in women's 
. swimming because it was on a 
lower level than men's swim- 
ming. They decided that 
women's swimming was the 
easiest way to go and they've 
really encouraged and motivat- 
ed their women. They've spent 
quite a bit of money at it 


"Meanwhile, there is a new 


trend among our women toward 
older girls." 


Told that Shirley Babashoff, 


America's top female threat at 
Montreal, also wasn't conceding 
anything to the East German 
women, Nelson grinned and 
said, "She shouldn't be in- 
timidated by anybody. She's a 
world class athlete and she's the 
fastest American woman 
swimmer in history."

Soviets 
Launch 
Station 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


Union launched a new space sta- 
tion Tuesday in apparent 
preparation for further manned 
space missions. 


The official news agency Tass, 


which announced the launching 
of the Salyut 5 space lab, said 
nothing about immediate plans 
to man the research station. But 
a Western specialist in Moscow 
predicted that "sooner or later" 
the new station would be 
manned. 


' A manned mission would be 
the 
first 
launching of 


cosmonauts by the Soviet Union 
since the joint Apollo-Soyuz 
flight with the United States last 
July. 


In announcing the launching 


of Salyut 5, Tass said it was sent 
aloft "for conducting scientific 
and technical studies and 
experiments as well as further 
improvement of the design, the 
onboard systems and equipment 
of the orbital stations." 


The Soviet Union is believed 


still to have another space 
laboratory, Salyut 4, circling the 
earth. 


"One cannot assume Salyut 4 


is now dead," one specialist said. 
"The Soviets have already 
demonstrated their ability to 
keep more than one major space 
mission alive and in control at 
once." 


The last crew aboard Salyut 4 


was the team of Pyotr Klimuk 
and Vitaly Sevastyanov, who 
returned from space last July 26 
after spending 62 days aboard 
the laboratory in a Soviet space 
endurance record. 


They were the third Soviet 


crew to man Salyut 4. 


An 
unmanned 
Soviet 


spaceship, Soyuz 20, docked with 
Salyut 4 in February, possibly in 
an attempt to re-energize the sta- 
tion. Tass said in March that 
Salyut 4 was still orbiting. 


Tass gave these orbital details 


on Salyut 5: longest distance 
from earth 161.5 miles, shortest 
distance from earth 136.1 miles, 
period of revolution 89 minutes 
and angle to equator 51.6 
degrees. 


It said Salyut 5 was func- 


tioning normally and its flight' 
was being tracked from control 
stations within the Soviet Union 
and by Soviet ships in the Atlan- 
tic Ocean.

Viking Peers At Mars' Surface 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - The surface of 


Mars, where previous mechanical visitors came 
to sudden and mysterious ends, was closely 
scrutinized by Viking 1 Tuesday in preparation for 
a July 4 landing attempt. 


Hoping to avoid the fate of Soviet landers that 


went dead within seconds of touchdown, Viking 
began a 10-day safety study, of its preselected 
landing area with twin cameras and other in- 
struments. 


During Viking's new orbit, 58 photographs were 


taken Tuesday from Viking's new orbit, where it 
was placed Monday with a stunningly accurate 
maneuver. Figures released Tuesday at Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory here showed that Viking's 
once-a-day orbit varies scarcely at all from the 
dimensions planned for it. 


Viking now circles the planet once every 24.6 


hours — the length of a day on Mars. It ap- 
proaches to within 940 miles of the surface at one 
point and swings out to. 20,255 miles above the 
surface at the other extreme point of its elliptical 
orbit. 


At 1:07 p.m. CDT every day, Viking passes over 


the low-lying mouth of an ancient valley where 
the landing vehicle is to search for signs of living 
organisms. 


Cameras mounted on the Viking mothership 


take a series of pictures each time the landing site 
is beneath the spacecraft. Transmitted to Earth 
and combined into a mosaic, the photos will give 
project officials an idea of what lie three-legged 
lander will encounter when it detaches itself from 


the Viking orbiter and descends to the surface 
July 4. 


Safety considerations aside, scientists would 


like to avoid setting the lander down where its 
mechanical claw would have difficulty digging up 
a scoop of soil for biological analysis. 


The decision — to be made July 1 — whether to 


go ahead with the landing at Chjyse, as the site is 
called, will have to be made on less than complete 
information. Nothing smaller than a football field 
will show up in the photographs, although 
geologists will be using all their skills of deduc- 
tion to guess what surface details might look like. 


Viking also aimed an infarred heat mapper at 


the surface. The instrument measures heat 
emitted and reflected by the surface in light 
waves not visible to the human eye. These 
measurements can be translated into information 
about the roughness and composition of the sur- 
face. 


Another instrument also viewed infrared radia- 


tion from the Martian surface, but specifically 
looked at the amount of water vapor the radiation 
passed through. Its purpose was to determine 
how much water vapor is held in the thin Martian 
atmosphere and to map its location. 


Scientists already have expressed excitement at 


the abundances of water vapor detected by the in- 
strument as Viking approached Mars. Some 
believe the data fit a theory that liquid water 
could exist in low-lying areas on Mars, which 
would enhance the chances that Me could exist 
there.

DDT To Fight Bubonic Plague

WASHINGTON <AP) - The 
Environmental Protection Agen­ 
cy said Tuesday it has authorized 
the use of DDT to combat rodent 
fleas carrying ¿mbonie plague in 
Colorado and California. 


The EPA announcement said 
Colorado Gov. Richard D. 
Lamm requested approval for 
the state to use the pesticide, to 
be applied directly into wild ro­ 
dent burrows by hand-powered 
equipment. 
Lamm’s request was received 
on Monday and approved the 
same day, the agency said. 
California sought and received 
permission to use DDT against 
the disease a few weeks ago, 
EPA said. 
Use of DDT is banned general­ 
ly, but EPA makes exceptions in 
emergencies. 


A federal health official in 
Atlanta, Ga., said in a telephone 
interview that there have been 


eight confirmed cases of bubonic 
plague in four western states so 
far this year, apparently con­ 
tinuing a sudden, puzzling up­ 
surge that appeared last year. 


Only one case has occurred so 
far this year in Colorado, and its 
victim recovered, said Marshall 
Fox, epidemiologist with the 
Center for Disease Control, of 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 


Fox said there has been one 
case of bubonic plague in 
California this year and its vic­ 
tim died. 
New Mexico has had four 
cases of bubonic plague this 
year, Fox said, two of whom 
died; the other two have 
recovered. 


And two persons in Arizona 
contracted the dangerous dis­ 
ease and recovered, he said. 
Fox said the eight cases 
reported so far this year com­ 


pared with six cases during the 
first half of 1975. 


The disease rate usually rises 
from May through September, 
when people encounter wild 
rodents and their disease- 
bearing fleas in the wilderness. 
During the previous 25 years, 
Fox said, the number of plague 
cases in the United States never 
reached more than nine in any 
year, but in 1975 there were 20 
confirmed cases. 


He said disease experts have 
not been able to figure out why 
the sudden increase occurred. 


Fox said bubonic plague is 
transmitted to humans either by 
direct contact with infected 
animals such as rats, squirrels, 
prairie dogs and other rodents, 
or indirectly by bites from fleas 
harbored by these animals. 
He said the disease can be 
treated effectively with an­ 
tibiotics if detected early, but it 


progresses rapidly and must not 
be neglected. 


It can be transmitted between 
humans by close association, and 
health authorities routinely 
check the health of anyone in 
contact with a plague victim. 


But the early symptoms of the 
disease are not very dramatic, 
and resemble the symptoms of 
many other types of infection. 
Fox said the earliest symp­ 
toms of plague may be no more 
than a high fever, or a low fever 
accompanied by swelling of 
lymph nodes in the groin, armpit 
or elsewhere. 


Fox said the chances that such 
symptoms would represent 
plague would generally be quite 
small since they also correspond 
to many other ailments, but 
anyone with the symptoms 
should seek immediate medical 
attention to find out what, in 
fact, is wrong

All Nebraska telephone companies 
were ordered Tuesday to submit cash 
data on customer service charges for 
unlisted phone numbers. 
A divided Nebraska Public Service 
Commission requested the review after 
some members said they received 
numerous complaints from consumers. 


Chairman Duane Gay of Columbus 
made the proposal, saying elderly 
telephone subscribers often want un­ 
listed numbere but cAject to paying an 
extra charge He moved to order phone 
companies to supply specifics on how 
much revenue diey collect from the 
fees, and the total of unUsted numbers. 
•‘There are various subsidies ’ in the 
telephone industry, but revenue danved 
from unlisted number charges is “going 
to be miniscule,” Gay said. 


“Not Justified” 
“ For the ill will it creates, the 
revenue possibly will not justify” the 
fee. said Gay. who is mnning for re- 
election But at Commission« Jack 
Romans' urging. Gay expanded the 
diredive to include cose the phone 
companies incur by offering the un- 
hsted service. 


Romans, of Ord. said that companies 
iprun up expenses when people must first 
call the information op«ator to get a 
number not listed in the directory. 


Romans said he too has received com­ 
plaints by persons who question being 
charged for not having their numbers 
published in the directory, but “installa­ 
tion charges is creatin’ more prdilems” 
than unlisted number fees. He said 
“That’s wh«e the real holl« comes 
from ’ 


Omaha Commissioner James .Munnel- 
ly favored probing the consumer issue, 
pointing out he s received 15 to 20 in­ 
quiries and letters objecting particularly 
to Northwestern Bell’s unlisted number 
charge, which recently doubled to $1. 


Gay, Munnelly and Lincoln Com­ 
missioner Robert Marland voted to 
screen the companies’ service charges 
and costs Romans and Eric Raanussen 
of Fairmont abstained 
Some Don’t Charge 
Some telephone companies don't 
charge fees for unlisted numbers, com­ 
missioners were told. 
In other action, the PSC denied (4-1) 
an emeigency reduction of rates and 
minimum charge by Mills Film 


Transfer to haul liquor and wine from 
Omaha to Lincoln The request will be 
handled through the standard process 
and hearing 


A Mills spokesman said the company 
incurred a minor revenue loss. 
Customers who find it cheaper to buy 
their own trucks will be reluctant then 
to hire haulers at lat« reduced rates, 
after making their own transportation 
investments. 


But Romans objected to the emergen­ 
cy action, saying an Omaha-Lincoln 
route fee constitutes "discrimination 
against competing towns” in the same 
mileage radius. Rasmussen cast the 
only dissenting vote, favoring Mills’ 
application on grounds it’s in line with 
identical commission-approved rates. 
The PSC delayed action on setting a 
tariff rate for hauling medical 
specimens and supplies between St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, Lincoln, and 26 
southeast/south-central 
counties, 
pending a review of the law 


Won Approval 
A Burlington Northern application to 
reduce rates on soybeans from 
Nebraska BN origins to Lincoln. 
Havelock and Fremont in shipper- 


owned or -leased hopper cars won un­ 
animous PSC approval. 


Noting the rate reduction will benefit 
both producers and shippers. Gay 
however objected to the reason for the 
BN application "If they want rates in­ 
creased. they hide behind the ICC 
(Interstate Commerce Commission) 
rates. ” but when "business is diverted 
to motor carriers” resulting in less 
railroad revenues, the PSC is asked to 
authorize a rate reduction. 


The commission granted Gay’s 
request to have that reasoning in an 
order as part of an upcoming Norfolk 
hearing on rail serial metal hauling 
rates. Gay has said thej' fluctuate too ac­ 
cording to business volume, although 
the rail cara could be used for nothing 
else to justify changes 


Commissioners revoked the 
grainbuyer-seller’s license of Charles C. 
Harshfield. Broken Bow for a bond 
violation 
In motor transportation 
items, the PSC revoked operating cer­ 
tificates of Billy Brizendine & Sons, 
Omaha, Donald L Latare, Columbus, 
and John Ritterbush, Chambers, and 
granted a certificate to Ebers 
Excavating Inc., Seward.

t' Environmental Protection Agen- 
"' cy said Tuesday it has authorized 


the use of ODT to combat rodent 
' fleas carrying Bubonic plague in 


Colorado and California. 


The EPA announcement said 


Colorado Gov. Richard D. 
Lamm requested approval for 


., the state to use the pesticide, to 


be applied directly into wild ro- 
dent burrows by hand-powered 
equipment. 


Lamm's request was received 


on Monday and approved the 
; same day, the agency said. 


California sought and received 


^ permission to use DDT against 
. the disease a few weeks ago, 
, EPA said. 


Use of DDT is banned general- 


ly, but EPA makes exceptions in 
emergencies. 


A federal health official in 


Atlanta, Ga., said in a telephone 
interview that there have been 


eight confirmed casei of bubonic 
plague in four western states so 
far this year, apparently con- 
tinuing a sudden, puzzling up- 
surge that appeared last year. 


Only one case has occurred so 


far this year in Colorado, and its 
victim recovered, said Marshall 
Fox, epidemiologist with the 
Center for Disease Control, of 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 


Fox said there has been one 


case of bubonic plague in 
California this year and its vic- 
tim died. 


New Mexico has had four 


cases of bubonic plague this 
year, Fox said, two of whom 
died; the other two have 
recovered. 


And two persons in Arizona 


contracted the dangerous dis- 
ease and recovered, he said. 


Fox said the eight cases 


reported so far this year com- 


Bubonic Plague 


pared with six cues during the 
first half of 1975. 


The disease rate usually Haw 


from May through September, 
when people encounter wild 
rodents and their disease- 
bearing fleas in the wilderness. 


During the previous 25 years, 


Fox said, the number of plague 
cases in the United States never 
reached more than nine in any 
year, but in 1975 there were 20 
confirmed cases. 


He said disease experts have 


not been able to figure out why 
the sudden increase occurred. 


Fox said bubonic plague is 


transmitted to humans either by 
direct contact with , infected 
animals such as rats, squirrels, 
prairie dogs and other rodents, 
or indirectly by bites from fleas 
harbored by these animals. 


He said the disease can be 


treated effectively with an- 
tibiotics if detected early, but it

It can be transmitted between 


humans by close association, and 
health authorities routinely 
check the health of anyone in 
contact with a plague victim. 


But the early symptoms of the 


disease are not very dramatic, 
and resemble the symptoms of 
many other types of infection. 


Fox said the earliest symp- 


toms of plague may be no more 
than a high fever, or a low fever 
accompanied by swelling of 
lymph nodes in the groin, armpit 
or elsewhere. 


Fox said the chances that such 


symptoms would represent 
plague would generally be quite 
small since they also correspond 
to many other ailments, but 
anyone with the symptoms 
should seek immediate medical 
attention to find out what, in 
fact, is wrong.

Economist Dies 


Kermit Gordon, 60, presi- 


dent of the Brookings Institu- 
tion and an economic adviser 
to former Presidents John F. 
Kennedy and Lyndon B. John- 
son, died Monday night, an in- 
stitution spokesman said 
Tuesday. 


Washington — Rep. Thomas 


P. O'Neill Jr., D-Mass., the 
House majority leader, reversed 
himself 
Tuesday 
and 


acknowledged that he had in- 
terceded with a Cabinet officer 
to speed a decision on $2.2 
million in annual rent subsidies 
sought by a campaign con- 
tributor, and said that he would 
do the same for any other 
businessman ensnarled in the 
federal bureaucracy. 


"I think that I have a right and 


an obligation, when a substantial 
businessman comes and says an 
inequity is being done to call the 
department head and ask that it 
be looked into," O'Neill said in 
an interview. 


O'Neill said he had called 


Carla A. Hills, secretary of 
housing and urban development, 
on behalf of James P. Wilraot, a 
major contributor to Democratic 
candidates, including O'Neill, 


because "you go to the admiral 
if you have a problem — you 
don't go to a first mate." 


O'Neill said he had^lot used 


undue influence in the matter. 
"I don't pressure people," he 
said. "I open the door to 
people." 


O'Neill's statements Tuesday 


contrasted with a statement 
issued on his behalf Monday by 
Gary Hymel, his press secretary. 
O'Neill could not be reached for 
comment Monday, after several 
HUD officials had described his 
interest in Genesee Crossroads, 
a 21-story housing project in 
Rochester, N.Y., that was 
developed by Wilmot, who is 
chairman of the Democratic 
Congressional Finance Com- 
mittee and had contributed $1,- 
000 to O'Neill's 1974 campaign. 


Hymel said Monday he had 


relayed the inquiry to O'Neill, 
who he said had instructed him 
to say that "he had no contact 


with any HUD people over 
Genesee Crossroads." 


O'Neill's statement Tuesday 


came a day after Mrs. Hills 
recalled, in response to an in- 
quiry, that O'Neill had 
telephoned her last July to clear 
up "an environmental snag" in- 
volving the project. "I simply 
called my people here and said, 
'Let's get off the dime,' " Mrs. 
Hills recalled. 


Another high HUD official 


said O'Neill's telephone call to 
Mrs. Hills was among several 
attempts by the congressman to 
intercede on Wilmot's behalf, 
but O'Neill Tuesday dem'ed any 
other efforts. 


O'Neill was uncharacteristical- 


ly testy as he answered a 
reporter's questions. He said he 
had misinterpreted Monday's in- 
quiry as involving only the 
preceeding day. "Did I make a 
call for him? Yes," O'Neill 
snapped.

Unlisted Phone Charge Survey Ordered £JJ£. 
ai«t Spending On Nutrition

All Nebraska telephone companies 


were ordered Tuesday to submit cash 
data on customer service charges for 
unlisted phone numbers. 


A divided Nebraska Public Service 


Commission requested the review after 
some members said they received 
numerous complaints from consumers. 


Chairman Duane Gay of Columbus 


made the proposal, saying elderly 
telephone subscribers often want un- 
listed numbers but object to paying an 
extra charge. He moved to order phone 
companies to supply specifics on how 
much revenue toey collect from the 
fees, and the total of unlisted numbers. 


"There are various subsidies" in the 


telephone industry, but revenue derived 
from unlisted number charges is "going 
to be miniscule," Gay said. 


"Not Justified" 


"For the ill will it creates, the 


revenue possibly will not justify" the 
fee, said Gay, who is running for re- 
election. But at Commissioner Jack 
Romans' urging, Gay expanded the 
directive to include costs the phone 
companies incur by offering the un- 
listed service. 


Romans, of Ord, said that companies 


$run up expenses when people must first 


call the information operator to get a 
number not listed in the directory. 


Romans said he too has received com- 


plaints by persons who question being 
charged for not having their numbers 
published in the directory, but "installa- 
tion charges is creatin' more problems" 
than unlisted number fees. He said 
"That's where the real holler comes 
from.'' 


Omaha Commissioner James Munnel- 


ly favored probing the consumer issue, 
pointing out he's received 15 to 20 in- 
quiries and letters objecting particularly 
to Northwestern Bell's unlisted number 
charge, which recently doubled to $1. 


Gay, Munnelly and Lincoln Com- 


missioner Robert Marland voted to 
screen the companies' service charges 
and costs. Romans and Eric Rasmussen 
of Fairmont abstained. 


Some Don't Charge 


Some telephone companies don't 


charge fees for unlisted numbers, com- 
missioners were told. 


In other action, the PSC denied (4-1) 


an emergency reduction of rates and 
minimum charge by Mills Film 


Transfer to haul liquor and wine from 
Omaha to Lincoln. The request will be 
handled through the standard process 
and hearing. 


• A Mills spokesman said the company 
incurred a minor revenue loss. 
Customers who find it cheaper to buy 
their own trucks will be reluctant then 
to hire haulers at later reduced rates, 
after making their own transportation 
investments. 


But Romans objected to the emergen- 


cy action, saying an Omaha-Lincoln 
route fee constitutes "discrimination 
against competing towns" in the same 
mileage radius. Rasmussen cast the, 
only dissenting vote, favoring Mills' 
application on grounds it's in line with 
identical commission-approved rates. 


The PSC delayed action on setting a 


tariff rate for hauling medical 
specimens and supplies between St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, Lincoln, and 26 
southeast/south-central 
counties, 


pending a review of the law. 


Won Approval 


A Burlington Northern application to 


reduce rates on soybeans from 
Nebraska BN origins to Lincoln, 
Havelock and Fremont in shipper- 


owned or -leased hopper cars won UIK 
animous PSC approval. 


V 


Noting the rate reduction will benefit 


both producers and shippers, Gay 
however objected to the reason for the 
BN application. "If they want rates in- 
creased, they hide behind the ICC 
(Interstate Commerce Commission) 
rates," but when "business is diverted 
to motor carriers" resulting in less 
railroad revenues, the PSC is asked to 
authorize a rate reduction. 


The commission granted Gay's 


request to have that reasoning in an 
order as part of an upcoming Norfolk 
hearing on rail scrap metal hauling 
rates. Gay has said they fluctuate too ac- 
cording to business volume, although 
the rail cars could be used for nothing 
else to justify changes. 


Commissioners revoked the 


grainbuyer-seller's license of Charles C. 
Harshfield, Broken Bow for a bond 
violation. In motor transportation 
items, the PSC revoked operating cer- 
tificates of Billy Brizendine & Sons, 
Omaha: Donald L. Latare, Columbus, 
and John Ritterbush, Chambers; and 
granted a certificate to Ebers 
Excavating Inc., Seward. 


When Jack D. Bursovsky 


boarded a United Air Lines jet in 
Alaska in April, he expected 
everything to arrive in Lincoln, 
as scheduled. Bursovsky arrived, 
but his luggage didn't. 


As a result, he filed suit 


Tuesday in Lancaster District 
Court seeking $2,500 to replace 
his clothing, personal effects and 
three pieces of luggage.
